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Preface 

lYy^  Siatislkml  Abstract  of  the  UniM  states,  published  since  1878.  is  ttie  standard  summary  of 
statistics  on  the  social,  political,  and  economic  organization  of  the  United  States.  It  is  designed  to 
serve  as  a  convenient  volume  for  statistical  reference  and  as  a  guide  to  otfier  statistical  publica- 
tiorw  and  sources.  The  latter  function  is  served  tyy  the  introductory  text  to  each  section,  the  source 
note  appearing  tskom  each  table,  and  Appendbc  I.  which  comprises  the  Gkjide  to  Sources  of  Statis- 
tics, the  Gkjide  to  State  Statistical  Abstracts  and  the  Guide  to  Foreign  Statistical  Abstracts. 

This  volume  includes  a  sotoction  of  data  from  many  statistical  put3lications,  both  governmental 
and  private.  Publications  dted  as  sources  usually  contain  additional  statistical  detail  and  more  com- 
prehensive dtocussions  of  definitions  and  concepts  than  can  be  presented  here.  Data  not  available 
in  publications  issued  by  the  contributing  agency  but  obtained  from  unpublished  records  are  identi- 
fied in  the  source  notes  as  "unpublished  data.'*  More  information  on  the  subjects  covered  in  tables 
so  noted  may  generally  be  obtained  from  the  source. 

Except  as  indteated.  figures  are  for  the  United  States  as  presently  constituted.  Although  empha- 
sis in  the  StaUstScat  Abstract  is  given  primarily  to  national  data,  many  tables  present  data  for  re- 
gions and  MMdual  States  and  a  smaller  number  for  metropolitan  areas  and  cities.  Appendbc  II. 
Metropolitan  Area  Concepts  and  Components,  presents  explanatory  text,  a  complete  current  listing 
and  populalion  data  for  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (MSA's)  the  primary  metropolitan  statistical 
areas  (PMSA*s).  and  the  consolidated  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (CMSA's).  Table  34  in  section  1 
presents  soloctod  populalion  characteristics  for  MSA's  ¥vith  population  of  250,000  or  more.  Statis- 
tics for  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico  and  for  outlying  areas  of  the  United  States  are  included 
in  many  Stale  tables  and  are  supplemented  by  information  in  section  30.  Additional  information  for 
States,  cities,  oountieSk  metropolitan  areas,  and  other  small  units,  as  wen  as  more  historical  data, 
are  avaiablo  In  various  supplements  to  tfte  Abstract  (see  inside  back  cover).

statistics  in  this  edition  are  generally  for  the  most  recent  year  or  period  available  tyy  OcU 
1967.  Each  year  almost  1.500  tables  and  charts  are  revievved  and  evaluated;  new  tables  and  dt 
of  current  interest  are  added,  continuing  series  are  updated,  and  less  timely  data  are  condense 
eliminated.  Text  notes  and  appendixes  are  revised  as  appropriate. 

In  aH,  there  are  100  new  tables,  distributed  among  19  of  the  31  sections.  In  addition,  gra 
charts  have  been  revised  or  updated  and  many  sections  have  undergone  tabular  rearranger 
and  format  changes  designed  to  improve  the  organization  of  subject  matter.  Of  the  tables  indi 
in  the  1967  edition,  150  were  omitted  from  this  issue.  The  omissions  represent  primarily  tablei 
which  comparable  details  appear  in  other  tables  or  for  which  no  recent  data  are  available,  or  ta 
for  which  the  subject  matter  shown  was  considered  relatively  less  important  in  the  Hght  of 
space  required  for  presentation.

AvwiQM.  An  average  is  a  single  number  or  value  that  is  often  used  to  represent  the  't 
vakie"  of  a  group  of  numbers.  It  is  regarded  as  a  measure  of  "location"  or  "central  tendency* 
group  of  numbers. 

The  arithnmtic  mean  is  the  type  of  average  used  most  frequently.  It  is  derived  by  summin 
individual  Item  values  of  a  particular  group  arKi  dividing  the  total  by  the  number  of  Hems.  The 
metic  mean  is  often  referred  to  as  simply  the  "mean"  or  "average." 

The  median  of  a  group  of  numbers  is  the  middle  number  or  value  when  each  item  in  the  gn 
arranged  according  to  size  (lowest  to  highest  or  vice  versa);  it  generally  has  the  same  numi 
items  above  it  as  below  it  If  ttiere  is  an  even  number  of  items  in  the  group,  the  medten  is  tali 
be  the  average  of  the  two  middle  items. 

Per  capita  {of  per  person)  quantities.  A  per  capita  figure  represents  an  average  computi 
every  person  in  a  specified  group  (or  population).  It  is  derived  tiy  taldng  the  total  for  an  item 
as  income,  taxes,  or  retail  sales)  and  dividing  it  by  the  number  of  persons  in  the  specified  pc 
tion. 

Index  numbers.  An  index  number  is  a  measure  of  difference  or  change,  usually  expressed 
percent  relating  one  quantity  (tt>e  variable)  of  a  specified  l(ind  to  another  quantity  of  the  same 
Index  numbers  are  widely  used  to  express  changes  in  prices  over  periods  of  time  but  may  al 
used  to  express  differences  between  related  subjects  for  a  single  point  in  time. 

To  compute  a  price  index,  a  base  year  or  period  is  selected.  The  t>ase  year  price  (of  the 
modtty  or  service)  is  then  de^nated  as  the  base  or  reference  price  to  which  the  prices  for 
years  or  periods  are  related.  Many  price  indexes  use  the  year  1967  as  the  base  year,  in  tabtei 
is  shown  as  "1967=  100."  A  metiiod  of  expressing  the  price  relationship  is: 

Price  of  a  set  of  one  or  more  items  for  related  year 
Price  of  the  same  set  of  items  for  base  year 

The  result  multiplied  by  100  provides  the  index  numk>er.  When  100  is  subtracted  from  the 
number,  the  result  equals  the  percent  change  in  price  from  the  base  year. 
Average  annual  percent  change.  Unless  ottierwise  stated  in  the  Abstract  (as  in  Section  1. 
lation),  average  annual  percent  change  is  computed  by  use  of  a  corrpourtd  interest  formula 
formula  assumes  that  the  rate  of  change  is  constant  throughout  a  specified  compounding 
(one  year  for  average  annual  rates  of  change).  The  formula  is  similar  to  that  used  to  compi 
balance  of  a  savings  account  which  receives  compound  interest  According  to  this  formula, 
end  of  a  compounding  period  the  amount  of  accrued  change  (e.g.,  school  enrollment  or  ban!

Current  and  constant  dollars.  Statistics  in  some  tables  in  a  number  of  sections  are  eor 
in  both  current  and  constant  dollars  (see,  for  example,  table  688,  section  14).  Cun^ent  dolls 
reflect  actual  prices  or  costs  prevailing  during  the  specified  year(8).  Constant  dollar  figures 
mates  representing  an  effort  to  remove  the  effects  of  price  changes  from  statistical  series 
in  dollar  terms.  In  general,  constant  dollar  series  are  derived  by  dividing  cun^ent  dollar  estii 
the  appropriate  price  index  for  the  appropriate  period  (for  example,  the  Consumer  Price  Inc 
result  is  a  series  as  it  would  presumat)ly  exist  if  prices  were  the  same  throughout,  as  in 
year— in  other  words  as  if  the  dollar  had  constant  purchasing  power.

While  the  primary  purpose  of  CPS  is  to  obtain  monthly  statittics  on  the  \abor  force,  it  also  i 
as  a  vehicle  for  inquiries  on  other  sut)|ects.  Using  CPS  data,  the  Bureau  issues  a  series  of  pi 
tions  under  ttie  general  title  of  Current  Population  Reports,  which  cover  population  characte 
(series  P-20).  consumer  income  (series  P-60).  special  studies  (series  P-23).  and  other  topics. 

Estimates  of  population  characteristics  based  on  the  1980  CPS  will  not  necessarily  agret 
ttie  counts  from  ttie  1980  census  t3ecause  ttie  CPS  and  ttie  1980  census  used  different  procc 
for  collecting  and  processing  the  data  for  racial  groups,  the  Hispanic  population,  and  other  1 
Caution  should  also  t>e  used  when  comparing  estimates  for  1980  and  later,  (for  education 
1981  and  later),  which  reflect  1960  census-based  population  controls  to  those  for  1971  tli 
1979  (for  education,  to  1980).  which  reflect  1970  census-based  population  controls.  This  chai 
population  controls  had  relatively  Httie  impact  on  derived  measures  such  as  means,  median 
percent  distribution,  but  dkj  have  a  significant  impact  on  levels.  For  example,  use  of  1980^ 
population  controls  resulted  in  about  a  2-percent  increase  in  the  civilian  noninstitutional  popi 
and  in  the  number  of  families  and  households.  Thus,  estimates  of  levels  for  1980  and  lal 
differ  from  those  for  earlier  years  by  more  than  what  could  be  attributed  to  actual  changes 
population  and  these  differences  could  be  disproportionately  greater  for  subpopulation  groupi 
for  the  total  population.

Population  eatlmatoa  and  projectlona.— National  population  estimates  are  derived  by  ush 
cermial  census  data  as  t>enchmarks  and  data  available  from  various  agencies  as  follows:  BkfSt 
deaths  (National  Center  for  Health  Statistics);  immigrants  (Immigration  and  Naturalization  Si 
Armed  Forces  (Department  of  Defense  and  Department  of  Transportation)  net  movement  tM 
Puerto  Rico  and  the  U.S.  mainland  (Puerto  Rico  Planning  Board);  and  Federal  employeea  i 
(Office  of  Personnel  Management  and  Department  of  Defense).  Estimates  for  States  and  i 
areas  are  based  on  data  series  such  as  births  and  deaths,  school  statistics  from  State  depar 
of  education  and  parochial  school  systems,  and  Federal  income  tax  returns.  These  estirnatl 
tain  estimated  emigration  of  160.000  per  year  since  1980  and  net  undocumented  immign 
200,000  per  year.  For  further  information,  see  Current  Popuiation  Reports,  series  P-2S.  No 

The  estimates  of  the  components  of  change  shown  for  intercensal  periods  for  States  bi 
residual  net  migration  plus  the  "error  of  closure,*'  the  unexplained  difference  botwoen  ttie  Oi 
population  at  the  end  of  the  decade  and  the  census  count  for  that  date.  The  enor  of  dosur 
national  level  was  quite  small  during  the  1950's  (3,000)  and  19e0's  (379,000).  However. 
1970's  it  amounts  to  almost  5  million. 

National  population  projections  indicate  the  approximate  future  level  and  charactsrMo 
population  under  given  assumptions  as  to  future  fertility,  mortality,  and  net  immigration.  The 
used  to  develop  the  projections  involves  preparation  of  projections  of  each  of  the  oompo 
population  change— births,  deattis,  and  net  immigration— and  ttie  combination  of  these  wl 
estimates  of  ttie  current  population.  Projections  for  States  incorporate  further  assumptloi 
ttie  redistrtt)ution  of  population  as  a  consequerice  of  internal  migration. 

Population  estimates  and  projections  are  pubished  in  ttie  P-25  and  P-26  series  of  CUfm 
lation  Reports.  These  estimates  and  projections  are  generally  consistent  with  offldai  ( 
census  figures  and  do  not  reflect  the  amount  of  estimated  census  underenumeratfon.  I 
ttieee  estimates  and  projections  by  race  have  been  modified  and  are  not  comparable  to 
census  race  calegoriee  (see  section  below  under  "race").  For  details  on  mettKxlologif;

L^The  principal  source  of  tmraigration  data  is  ttie  SmMtea/  Yearbook  of  ttie  Immi- 
graion  and  Naturalzalion  Servtce,  published  annually  by  ttie  iiiwiiyiation  and  Naturalization  Service 
QHS^  a  unit  of  the  Department  of  Justice,  immigration  statistics  are  prepared  from  entry  visas  and 
charige  of  immigration  status  forms.  The  collection  of  U.S.  Immigration  statistics  began  under  the 
Act  of  18ig.  Data  on  persons  arriving  in  ports  wsre  transmitted  to  the  U.S.  Secretary  of  State,  who 
iiportad  the  information  periodteaHy  to  Congress.  Subsequently,  reports  to  the  Seorstary  of  State 
and  lo  Congrees  wsre  required  try  law,  as  wen  as  the  collection  of  data  on  Immigrants  arriving  at 
land  Iwfders.  Beginning  in  ig06,  those  arriving  were  divided  into  Immigrants  and  nonimmigrants, 
dspendbig  on  how  long  they  intended  to  remain  in  the  United  States. 

Immigrants  are  nonresident  alens  (Le.,  non  U.S.  citizens)  admitted  to  the  U.S.  for  permanent  resi- 
dsnoe.  The  category  indudee  persons  who  may  have  entered  the  U.S.  as  nonimmigrants  or  refu- 
gees, but  who  subsequently  changed  their  status  to  that  of  a  permanent  resident  A  large  increase 
of  immigrants  admitted  to  the  U.S.  in  one  year  may  have  been  due  to  an  influx  of  rofugoos  one  or 
two  years  eerMer.  Thus,  Immigrants  as  measured  in  tables  7  through  9  and  11  do  not  equal  net 
cMtan  immigration  as  shown  in  table  6.  Nonresident  alens  admitlsd  to  the  United  States  for  a 
temporary  period  are  nonimmigrants  (see  tables  392  and  393).  Refugees  are  considered  nonimmi- 
granls  when  inittally  admitted  into  the  U.S. 

The  Act  of  1966.  which  became  fuHy  effective  In  July  1968,  set  up  an  annual  numerical  limitation 
of  170,000  Immigrants  from  the  Eastern  Hemisphere,  with  no  more  than  20.000  Immigrants  to  come 
ftrom  any  one  country,  and  a  numerical  limitation  of  120,000  per  year  on  Western  Hemisphere  Immi- 
graHort.  wtiich  had  previously  been  unrestricted.  Western  Hemisphere  immigration,  though  restricted 
In  total  number,  was  not  subiect  to  preference  category  or  per-country  limitations.  The  1966  Act 
thereby  gave  persons  from  every  country  within  each  hemtephere  an  equal  chance  to  immigrate  to 
the  United  States.  After  1968  Immigrants  were  classified  as  theee  subiect  to  numerical  limitations  of 
the  Eastern  Hemisphere  and  of  ttie  Western  Hentfsphere.  and  theee  exempt  from  numerical  Imita- 
tions (see  table  9).  These  exempt  include  immedtate  relatives  of  U.S.  citizens  and  various  dasees 
of  special  immigrants. 

For  Immigrants  subiect  to  numerical  Imitations,  numbere  are  alocated  on  a  basis  of  six  prefer- 
ence categories  beginning  in  1980  (previously  7  categories),  four  of  which  provide  for  reunion  of 
farnWea  of  U.S.  citizens  and  resident  alens,  and  two  for  specified  woricers  needed  in  the  United 
Stales.  Numbers  not  used  by  theee  six  preferences  are  then  available  to  qualfied  nonpref^rence 
Immigrants.  From  1968  to  December  1976.  preference  dassificalions  were  appled  only  to  Immi- 
granls  from  the  Eastern  IHemisphere.  Beginning  1977,  Western  Hemisphere  immigrants  were  also 
auliiect  lo  preference  and  nonpref^rence  classifications.  Effective  October  1978,  the  separate 
hemisphere  Imits  were  abolshed  in  favor  of  a  worldwide  Imit  of  290.000.  This  Imit  was  lowered  to 
260.000  for  fiecal  year  1980,  and  to  270,000  for  fiecal  year  1981  and  suft)sequent  years. 

Effective  November  1966,  Cuft>ans  admitted  or  paroled  (ie-.  admitted  without  an  Immigration  visa) 
imo  the  United  States  after  JarHiary  1,  1959.  and  presont  in  the  United  States  for  at  least  2  years, 
may  okytain  permanent  resident  status.  A  court  dedston  in  September  1976  exempted  Cut>an  refu- 
geee  from  numencal  Imitations,  retroactive  to  1968.  The  Refugee  Act  of  1980  changed  the  residen- 
cy requirement  from  two  years  to  one  year.  Beginning  In  fiecal  year  1985.  INS  began  adjusting  elgi- 
ble  Odbmi  entrants  who  were  admitted  to  /Mhe  U.S.  as  part  of  the  Mariel  boat  Ift  of  1980.  which 
consisted  of  approximately  125,000  people. 

Effective  October  28, 1977,  refugees  from  Vietnam,  Laos,  or  Cambodte  were  elgi)le  to  apply  for 
pennaneiH  resident  status.  Pubic  Law  95-145  provided  that  Indochinese  paroled  into  the  United 
Stales  after  March  31. 1975,  or  physically  presont  on  that  date,  may  become  permanent  residents 
aflsr  Mng  for  at  least  2  years  in  the  United  States.  This  period  was  changed  to  one  year  under  ttie 
Refugee  Act  of  1980.  P.L  95-145  expired  on  October  18, 1983.  Indochinese  rofugoos  who  entered 
the  U.a  between  March  1975  and  April  1980  are  elgi)le  to  acQust  status  under  P.L  95-412,  the 
Act  of  October  5. 1978.  which  slows  for  the  adjustment  of  refugee-parolees. 

The  Refugee  Act  of  1980.  effective  April  1. 1980,  provides  for  a  uniform  admission  procedure  for 
relligees  of  al  countries,  based  on  the  United  Nation's  definition  of  refugees.  Authorized  admission 
celngs  are  set  armualy  by  the  President  In  consultation  with  Congress.  After  one  year  of  residence 
In  the  United  States,  refugees  are  elgible  for  immigrant  status. 

MetrapoMan  StaHsticai  Areae  (IISA'e)t  Coneddated  Metropolitan  StaHsticai  Areae 
fCMSA'e),  and  Primary  Metropolitan  StaUatlcal  Areas  (PMSA'e).— The  general  concept  of  an 
MSA  is  one  of  a  large  population  nucleus  together  with  adjacent  communities  which  have  a  high 
degree  of  social  and  economic  integration  with  that  nucleus.  O^SA's  are  large  metropoltan  com- 
plme  vrfthin  which  IndMdual  components,  designated  as  PMSA's.  have  been  defined.  MSA*s. 
CMSA's,  and  PMSA's  are  defined  by  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  as  a  standard  for  Fed- 
eral agencies  in  the  preperation  and  publcation  of  statistics  relating  to  metropoltan  areas.  The  new 
lamia  MSA,  CMSA,  and  PMSA  went  into  effect  June  30, 1983.  replacing  the  previous  tenns  SMSA 
(standard  metropoltan  statistical  area)  and  SCSA  (standard  consoldated  statistical  area).  The 
entire  tsnitory  of  the  United  States  is  classified  as  metropoltan  (inside  MSA's  or  CMSA's)  or  non- 
melropoMan  (outside  MSA's  or  CMSA's).  MSA's.  CMSA's.  and  PMSA's  are  defined  tn  twrn^  tA

entire  counties  excef>t  in  New  England,  where  ttie  definitions  are  in  terms  of  cities  and 
summarize  data  for  New  England  that  are  available  only  by  counties.  New  England  Coi 
poKtan  Areas  (NECMA's)  have  been  defined  as  a  convenience  for  data  users.  From  tir 
new  metropolitan  areas  are  created  and  the  boundaries  of  otiiers  change.  As  a  resu 
metropolitan  areas  over  time  may  not  be  comparable  and  the  analysis  of  historical  trerv 
made  cautiously.  For  descriptive  details,  tables  showing  changes  in  metropolitan  area 
and  a  listing  of  area  titles  and  components  of  each  metropolitan  area,  see  Appendix  II. 

Urban  and  niraL— According  to  the  1980  census  definition,  the  urt)an  population  oo 
persons  living  in  (a)  places  of  2.500  or  more  inhabitants  incorporated  as  cities.  vHlages 
(except  in  Alaslui  and  New  York),  and  towns  (except  in  the  New  England  States.  New 
Wisconsin),  txjt  exdudirtg  those  persons  living  in  ttie  rural  portions  of  extended  cities  (| 
low  population  density  in  one  or  more  large  parts  of  their  area);  (b)  census  designated  ( 
viously  termed  unincorporated)  of  2,500  or  more  inhat)itants;  and  (c)  other  territory,  inoo 
uniTKSorporated,  included  in  urt)anized  areas.  An  urt)anized  area  cortsists  of  a  central  dt 
tral  core,  together  with  contiguous  closely  settled  territory,  that  combined  have  a  total  p( 
at  least  50,000. 

In  censuses  prior  to  1950,  the  urt>an  population  comprised  all  persons  living  in  ir 
places  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants  and  areas  (usually  minor  civil  divisions)  dassifiei 
under  special  rules  relating  to  population  size  and  der^ity.  To  improve  its  measure  o( 
population,  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  in  1950  adopted  the  concept  of  the  urt)anized  arei 
eated  boundaries  for  unincorporated  places.  The  1950  definition  has  continued  subet 
changed,  except  for  minor  modifications  in  1980,  the  introduction  of  the  extended  oKy 
1970,  and  changes  in  the  criteria  for  defining  urt>anized  areas  for  1980  so  as  to  permit 
to  be  defined  around  smaller  centers.  In  all  definitions,  the  population  not  classified  as 
stitutes  ttie  rural  population. 

Residence.— In  determinirtg  resider^ce,  ttie  Bureau  of  ttie  Census  counts  each  perso 
habitant  of  a  usual  place  of  residence  (i.e..  ttie  place  wtiere  one  usually  eats  and  sleeps) 
place  is  not  necessarily  a  person's  legal  residence  or  votirtg  resider^ce,  ttie  use  of  thm 
bases  of  classification  would  produce  the  same  results  in  the  vast  maiodty  of  cases. 

Race.— In  ttie  1980  census.  15  groups  were  listed  in  ttie  race  item  on  the  1980  censu 
naire:  White.  Black,  Amedcan  Indian,  Eskimo.  Aleut  Chinese,  Filipino.  Japanese,  Ai 
Korean.  Vietnamese,  Hawaiian,  Samoan.  Guamanian.  and  Other.  The  concept  of  race 
the  Census  Bureau  does  not  denote  any  clear-cut  scientific  definitk>n  of  bk)k)gical  stock 
1980  census  obtained  informatkxi  on  race  through  seifndentlflcatton  by  respondents,  th 
resent  self-  dassifteatkKi  by  people  accordhig  to  the  race  with  which  they  kJentify. 

In  1980,  if  persons  of  mixed  racial  parentage  coukJ  not  provMe  a  single  response  I 
questkxi,  the  race  of  the  person's  mother  was  used;  however,  if  a  single  response  a 
provkled  for  the  mother,  then  the  first  race  reported  tiy  the  person  was  used.  This  is  a  r 
of  ttie  1970  census  procedure  in  which  ttie  race  of  the  person's  father  was  used. 

The  1980  populatkxi  totals  for  "White"  and  "Other"  are  not  comparable  with  corresf 
ures  from  previous  censuses.  The  lack  of  comparability  is  due  to  changes  in  the  w« 
spondents  reported  their  race  as  well  as  changes  in  1980  census  procedures  related  t 
dassificatkxi.  (For  a  fuller  explanatk)n.  see  1980  Census  of  Popuiation,  Volume  I,  Gem 
Hon  Characteristics  (PC80-1-B).) 

Estimates  of  the  populatkxi  by  race  for  April  1,  1980  (shown  in  tables  17  and  ZXi  a 
counts  and  are  not  comparable  to  the  1980  census  race  categories.  These  estimales  wi

Movere 
are  tf  persons  who  were  living  in  a  dNferent  house  at  the  and  of  the  period  from  that  in  which  they 
Hving  at  the  beginning  of  the  period.  Movere  from  abroad  include  all  persons,  either  citizens  or 
whose  place  of  residenoe  was  outside  the  U.S.  at  the  beginning  of  the  period:  that  is,  in 
Riarto  Rico,  an  outlying  area  under  the  Jurladtotion  of  the  U.S.,  or  a  foreign  country. 

LMng  anangamenla.— Living  arrangements  may  be  in  households  or  in  group  quarters.  A 
"household"  compriaas  all  persons  who  occupy  a  "housing  unit,"  that  is,  a  house,  an  apartment  or 
otier  group  of  rooma,  or  a  single  room  that  constitutes  "separate  iving  quarters."  A  household 
indudea  the  lelalad  fiimily  mambare  and  aH  the  unrelated  persons,  if  any,  such  as  lodgers,  foster 
ohidrari,  wards,  or  ernployees  vvho  share  the  housirig  unit  A  person  living  akxie  or  a  group  of  unre- 
isiad  parsons  sharing  the  same  housing  unit  as  partnare  is  also  counted  as  a  household.

Nk  psraons  not  Hving  in  houaaholds  are  classified  as  iving  in  group  quarters.  These  indMduals 
may  be  Inalilulionalzed,  ag.,  under  care  or  custody  in  Juvenile  fadMias,  JaHs,  correctional  oanlsrs, 
hoapMals,  or  rest  homes;  or  they  may  t)e  residents  in  coMogo  dormitories,  mMtary  tMrracks,  rooming 
houses,  ale.  (iaa  table  74). 

Iloueeholder.  DoginniiHi  ^  I960,  the  tenns  "householder"  and  "famHy  householder'*  have 
been  uaed  in  the  presentation  of  data  that  had  previously  been  presented  with  the  designations 
liaad  of  household"  and  "head  of  family".  The  householder  is  the  first  adult  household  member 
Mad  on  the  queaUonnaire.  The  inatmctions  can  for  Isting  first  the  person  (or  one  of  the  persons)  in 
whose  name  the  home  is  owned  or  rented.  If  a  home  is  owned  or  rented  iointty  by  a  married 
couple,  either  the  husband  or  the  wife  may  be  listed  first  Prior  to  1980.  the  husband  waa  always 
oofisidsred  the  household  head  (householder)  in  married-couple  households. 

Ftamly.— The  term  "family"  refers  to  a  group  of  two  or  more  persons  related  by  birth,  marriage, 
or  adoption  and  residbig  togettter  in  a  househdd.  A  family  includes  among  its  membere  the  house- 


SuM^Mily.— Subfamaies  are  divided  into  "related"  and  "unrelated"  subfamilies.  A  related  subfa- 
miy  consistB  of  a  married  couple  and  their  children,  if  any,  or  one  parent  with  one  or  more  never 
married  chidren  under  18  yeare  old  living  in  a  household  and  related  to,  but  not  including,  the 
housoholdor.  Members  of  a  related  subfamly  are  also  mambare  of  the  family  with  whom  they  Kve. 
The  number  of  related  subfamHes,  therefore,  is  not  included  in  the  number  of  famWes.  An  unrelated 
subfamly  comprises  two  or  more  persons  such  as  guests,  lodgers,  or  resident  employees  who  are 
retatod  to  each  other  but  not  to  householder. 

Married  ooupla.— A  "mwrled  couple"  is  defined  as  a  husband  and  wife  iving  together  in  the 
same  housafidd,  with  or  without  children  and  other  relatives. 

Unralatad  hidMduala.— "Unrelated  indMduals"  refere  to  persons  (other  than  inmates  of  institu- 
ions)  who  are  not  iving  with  any  relatives.  An  unrelated  indMdual  may  be  a  nonfamiy  householder 
ata  Ives  alone  or  with  nonralatives  only,  or  a  secondary  IndMduai  such  as  a  guest,  lodger,  or 
leaidant  employee  who  is  not  related  to  any  other  persons  in  the  household.  Persons  in  group 
quarters,  except  inmates  of  institutions,  are  dassiflad  aa  secondary  indMduals.

NY  also  issues  data  on  the  number  of  atx)rtions  baaed  on  its  own 
surveys  of  hospitals  and  physicians.  The  Quttmacher  Institute  also  publishes  data  on  the  character- 
istics of  abortions  after  adjusting  CDC  data  for  changes  in  ttie  number  of  States  reporting  each 
year. 

Fertility  and  life  expectancy.— The  total  fertility  rate,  defined  as  the  number  of  births  that  1,000 
women  would  have  in  their  lifetime  if,  at  each  year  of  age,  they  experienced  the  birth  rates  occur- 
ring in  ttie  specified  year,  is  compiled  and  published  by  NCHS.  Other  data  relating  to  social  and 
medical  factors  which  affect  fertility  rates,  such  as  contraceptive  use  and  birth  expectations,  ars 
collected  and  made  available  by  both  NCHS  and  the  Bureau  of  the  Census.  NCHS  figures  ars 
based  on  information  in  birth  and  fetal  death  certificates  and  on  ttie  periodic  National  Surveys  ol 
Family  Growth;  Bureau  of  the  Census  data  are  based  on  decennial  censuses  and  ttie  CPS. 

Data  on  life  expectancy,  the  average  remaining  lifetime  in  years  for  persons  who  attain  a  given 
age,  are  computed  and  published  by  NCHS.  For  details,  see  ttie  technical  appendix  in  Vital  Stati$- 
tics  of  the  Unfted  States, 

Marriage  and  dhrorce.— The  compilation  of  nationwide  statistics  on  marriages  and  divorces  In 
the  United  States  began  in  1887-1888  when  the  National  Office  of  Vital  Statistics  prepared  esti- 
mates for  ttie  years  1887-1888.  Although  periodic  updates  took  place  after  1888,  marriage  aixl  di- 
vorce statistics  were  not  collected  and  published  annually  until  1944  by  that  Office,  in  1057  and 
1958,  respectively,  ttie  same  Office  established  marriage-  and  divorce-registratk>n  areas.  Beginning 
in  1957,  ttie  marriage-registratkHi  area  comprised  30  States,  pkis  Alaska.  Hawaii.  Puerto  Rico,  and 
the  Virgin  Islands;  it  currently  includes  42  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  divorce-  regislrah 
tkHi  area,  starting  in  1958  with  14  States,  Alaska,  Hawaii,  and  the  Virgin  Islands,  currently  Indudai 
a  total  of  31  States  and  the  Virgin  Islands.  Procedures  for  estimating  the  number  of  marriages  and 
divorces  in  ttie  registratk>n  States  are  discussed  in  Vfta/  Statistics  of  ttie  United  States,  Vol.  Nl— 
Marriage  artd  Divorce.  Total  counts  of  events  for  registratk>n  and  nonregistratk>n  States  are  gaiv 
ered  by  collecting  already  summarized  data  on  marriages  and  divorces  reported  by  State  offices  ol 
vital  statistics  and  by  county  oHioes  of  registratk>n. 

Another  important  source  of  data  on  marriage  and  divorce  trends  in  the  United  States  is  ths 
March  supplement  to  ttie  Current  Populatk>n  Survey  conducted  by  ttie  Bureau  of  the  Census.  Fbi 
infbrmatkx)  on  marital  status,  seesectk>n  1. 

VKal  atatistica  rataa.— Except  as  noted,  vital  statistk»  rates  computed  by  NCHS  are  based  on 
decennial  census  populatk)n  figures  as  of  April  1  for  1940,  1950.  1960.  1970,  and  1960;  aixl  on 
mklyear  populatk>n  figures  for  other  years,  as  estimated  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  (see  taxt 
section  1).

monthly  Uniform  Crime  Reports  also  contain  data  on  crimes  dearad  by  arrest  and  on  char- 
tea  of  peraorts  arrested  for  all  criminal  offenses.  In  summartzir^  and  publiahing  crime  data. 
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the  FBI  does  not  vouch  for  the  validity  off  the  reports  it  receives,  txjt  presents  the  data  as  informa- 
tion useful  to  persons  concerned  with  the  problem  off  crime  and  criminal-law  enffbroement 

National  Crime  Survey  (NCS)— A  second  perspective  on  crime  is  provided  by  the  NCS  off  the 
Bureau  off  Justice  Statistics.  The  NCS  includes  offenses  reported  to  the  police,  as  well  as  those  not 
reported  (see  table  below  for  percent  off  victimizations  reported  to  the  police).  Details  about  the 
crimes  come  directly  from  the  victims.  No  attempt  is  made  to  validate  the  information  against  police 
records  or  any  other  source.  The  NCS  measures  rape,  robbery,  assault,  household  and  personal 
larceny,  burglary,  and  motor  vehicle  theft 

Murder  and  kidnaping  are  not  covered.  Commercial  txjrglary  and  robbery  were  dropped  from  the 
program  during  1977.  The  so-called  victimless  crimes,  such  as  drunkenness,  drug  abuse,  and  pros- 
titutk)n,  also  are  excluded,  as  are  crimes  for  whteh  it  is  difficult  to  klentify  knowledgeable  reepond- 
ents  or  to  k)cate  data  records. 

Crimes  off  wtiteh  the  victim  may  not  be  aware  also  canrKit  be  measured  effectively.  Buying  stolen 
property  may  fall  into  this  category,  as  may  some  instances  off  embezzlement  Attempted  crimes  of 
many  types  probably  are  under  recorded  ffor  this  reason.  Events  in  wtiteh  the  victim  has  shown  a 
willingriess  to  participate  in  Mlegal  activity  also  are  exckided. 

In  any  encounter  involving  a  personal  crime,  more  than  one  criminal  act  can  be  committed 
against  an  indivkiual.  For  example;  a  rape  may  be  associated  with  a  robbery,  or  a  househoM  off- 
ffense.  such  as  a  burglary,  can  escalate  into  something  more  serious  in  the  event  off  a  personal 
confrontatk)n.  In  classifying  the  survey-  measured  crimes,  each  criminal  incklent  has  been  counted 
only  once— by  the  most  serious  act  that  took  place  during  the  incMent  and  ranked  in  accordance 
with  the  seriousness  cla8Sifk:atk)n  system  used  by  the  Federal  Bureau  off  lnvestigatk)n.  The  order  off 
seriousness  for  crimes  against  persons  is  as  folk>w8:  Rape,  robbery,  assault  and  larceny.  Conse- 
querttly.  If  a  person  were  t)oth  robbed  and  assaulted,  the  event  would  be  classified  as  robbery;  if 
the  victim  suffered  physksal  harm,  the  crime  wouM  be  categorized  as  rol>bery  with  injury.  Personal 
crimes  take  precederK»  over  househoki  offenses. 

A  victimizatton,  bask:  measure  of  the  occurrence  of  crime,  is  a  spedfto  criminal  act  as  it  affects  a 
single  victim.  The  number  off  victimizatk>ns  is  determined  by  the  numt>er  off  victims  off  such  acts. 
Victimizatk)n  counts  serve  as  key  elements  in  computing  rates  off  vk:timizatk)n.  For  crimes  against 
persons,  the  rates  are  based  on  the  total  number  off  indivkluals  age  12  and  over  or  on  a  portton  off 
that  populatk)n  sharing  a  particular  characteristic  or  set  off  traits.  As  general  indk^tors  off  the  danger 
off  having  been  vkrtimized  during  the  reference  period,  the  rates  are  not  suffk^iently  refined  to  repre- 
sent true  measures  off  risk  ffor  specific  indivMuals  or  househokJs.  For  further  details  regarding  the 
NCS,  see  Oimha/  Victimization  in  the  United  States,  by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Justtee  Statisttes. 

An  incident  is  a  specifk:  criminal  act  involving  one  or  more  vkstims;  therefore  the  number  off  inci- 
dents off  personal  crime  is  lower  than  tfuit  of  vk^timizatbns. 

NCS  estimates  appearing  in  1980  and  eariier  reports  made  use  of  populatkm  controls  derived 
from  the  1970  census.  Thereafter,  populatk>n  estimates  k>ased  on  the  1980  census  were  used.  Vic- 
timizatk>n  rates,  key  measures  of  the  occurrence  of  crime,  and  all  percentages  generally  were  ururf- 
fected  by  the  change  in  the  estimatk>n  procedure.  Thus,  the  vast  majority  of  data  appearirtg  after 
1980  are  compatible  with  data  in  prevkHJS  NCS  reports.

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Courts.— Court  statistics  on  criminsi  offsnsss  and  ths  oiitooms  off  prosscutions  are  incompleta 
or  ttw  country  as  a  whole,  although  data  are  avaiak)le  for  many  States  indMduaHy.  The  only  na- 
ional  oofwptaiions  off  such  statistics  wsre  made  by  the  Bureau  off  the  Census  for  1932  to  1945 
X)¥ering  a  maximum  off  32  States. 

The  buHk  off  cMI  and  criminal  Migation  in  the  country  is  commenced  arxl  determined  in  tiie  various 
Stale  courts.  Only  when  the  U.S.  Constitution  and  acts  off  Congreas  apecHically  confer  Juriadtotion 
ipon  the  Federal  courts  may  cMI  litigation  t>e  heerd  and  decided  by  them.  Generally,  the  Federal 
XMTts  hove  Junadtotion  over  the  fblicMving  types  off  cases:  Suits  or  proceedings  by  or  against  the 
MMed  States;  dvN  actions  between  private  parties  arising  under  the  Constitution,  laws,  or  trsaties 
If  ttie  United  States;  dvN  actions  between  private  litigants  who  are  citizens  off  dtfferent  States;  dvN 
:ases  involving  admiralty,  maritime,  or  prize  juriadtotion;  and  all  matters  in  benkruptcy. 

There  are  aeveral  types  off  courts  with  varying  degrees  off  legal  juriadtotion.  Theae  )uriadk:tions 
ndude  originei,  appellate,  general,  and  Kmited  or  special.  A  court  of  original  /uriaOcHon  is  one 
iSMing  the  authority  initially  to  try  a  caae  and  paaa  judgment  on  the  law  and  the  facts;  a  oourtof 
fipoMate  JuriacMcUon  ia  one  with  the  legal  authority  to  review  caaes  and  hear  appeela;  a  oourt  of 
^mien//uri9dfclk)n  ia  a  trial  court  off  unlimited  original  Junadtotion  in  civil  and/or  criminal  caaea,  aleo 
:aied  a  "mi^  trial  oourf';  9i  court  of  Mmilod  or  $peciaf /uriadtoiion  ia  a  trial  court  with  legal  author- 
ly  over  only  a  particular  daaa  off  caaea,  auch  as  probate,  iuvenie,  or  traffic  cases. 

The  94  Federal  courts  of  original  Junadtotion  are  luiown  as  the  U.S.  dtetrict  courts.  One  or  more 
If  theee  courts  is  estabHahod  in  every  State  and  one  each  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  Puerto  Rico, 
he  Virgin  lalanda,  the  Northern  Mariana  lalanda,  and  Guam.  Appeals  from  the  dtetrict  courts  are 
aken  to  intermeddle  appeHale  courts  off  wtiich  there  are  13.  Icnown  as  U.S.  courts  off  appeala  and 
he  United  Statea  Court  off  Appeals  for  the  Federal  Circuit  The  Supreme  Court  off  the  United  States 
i  ttie  Uriel  and  highest  appellate  court  in  the  Federal  system  off  courts. 

Juvenle  oftanders.— For  statiatical  purpoaes,  the  FBI  and  most  States  dasaify  aa  iuvenie  off- 
inders  perBons  under  the  age  off  18  yeera  who  hove  committed  a  crime  or  crimes. 

Delinquency  caaes  are  all  caaes  off  youths  referred  to  a  iuvenie  court  for  violation  of  a  law  or 
urtkmnoB  or  for  aerioualy  "antisociar'  conduct  Several  types  of  fadities  are  avaiable  for  thoee 
Mfudteaied  deBriquont,  ranging  from  the  short-term  physically  unrestricted  envirorunent  to  the  iong- 
enn  very  restrictive  atmosphere. 

Prteofiera.— Data  on  prisoners  in  Federal  and  State  priaons  and  refdrmatoriea  were  coNected  an- 
waiy  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Cenaua  unti  1950,  by  the  Federal  Bureau  off  Prisons  unti  1971,  trana- 
isned  then  to  the  Law  Enforcement  Aasistance  Administration,  and,  in  1979,  to  the  Bureau  off  Jus- 
toe  Statistics.

As  specified  by  that  Act  the  requirements  a  pro- 
ipective  citizen  must  meet  relate  to  residency,  language  proficiency,  oral  character,  loyalty  to  the 
MMed  Statea.  attachment  to  the  principles  of  the  Constitution,  etc.  Spouses  and  cNldren  off  U.S. 
iizens  can  be  naturaized  under  less  stringent  conditions.  In  certain  caaee.  an  administrative,  judh 
ia^  legialallve.  or  executive  wvaiver  off  the  requirements  may  be  otytained.  Naturafization  statistics 
ve  aleo  maintained  by  INS.

Environment— The  CEQ  is  responsible  for  overseeing  the  environmental  assessment  process, 
recommending  national  envirorunental  poNdes,  analyzing  changes  and  trends  In  the  environment, 
and  for  reviewing  Federal  programs  affecting  the  environment.  It  reports  on  environmental  condi- 
tions, trends,  programs  and  activities  in  Its  annual  put>lication.  Environmental  Quality.  The  CEQ  has 
also  published  unique  compilations  of  environmental  data  in  Environmental  StaHstica,  1979,  and  Erh 
vironmental  Trends.  The  principal  Federal  agency  responsible  for  pollution  at>atement  arid  control 
activities  is  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA).  It  is  responsible  for  establishing  and  moni- 
toring national  air  quality  standards,  water  quality  activities,  solid  and  hazardous  waste  dtepoeal, 
and  control  of  toxic  sut)stances. 

Air  sampling,  conducted  by  the  Public  Health  Service,  began  in  17  communities  in  1053;  In  1957 
the  National  Air  Surveillance  Network  was  established  and,  by  the  late  1980's.  covered  approxi- 
mately 260  urtMm  and  30  rural  stations.  The  operation  of  the  stations  was  decentralized  in  1972  to 
the  10  regional  EPA  offices  and  many  of  the  stations  were  in  tum  assimilated  into  State  and  locaHy 
operated  air  monitoring  networks.  The  Network  determines  the  extent  arxJ  nature  of  air  poNutkm 
and  studies  trerxis  in  levels  of  atmospheric  contaminants. 

Natk)nal  Ambient  Air  Quality  Standards  (NAAQS)  for  susperided  partkxjiate  matter,  sulfur  dkixkle, 
photochemical  oxkiants,  carbon  rTK>rK)xkie,  arxl  nitrogen  dk>xkje  were  originally  set  k>y  the  EPA  In 
April  1971.  Every  5  years  each  of  the  NAAQS  are  reviewed  and  revised  If  new  health  or  welfare 
data  indicates  that  a  change  is  necessary.  The  standard  for  photochemical  oxkiants  now  caHed 
ozone  was  revised  in  February  1979.  Also,  a  new  NAAQS  for  lead  was  promulgated  in  October 
1978.  Table  331  gives  some  of  the  health-related  standards  for  the  six  air  polhitants  having 
NAAQS.  Responsibility  for  derTK>nstrating  compliance  with  or  progress  toward  achieving  these 
standards  lies  with  the  State  agencies.  There  are  approximately  2.100  nofvFederal  samping  sta- 
tkHis  for  suspended  particulates.  550  for  sulfur  dk)xkie,  360  for  carbon  monoxkie,  525  for  ozone, 
240  for  nitrogen  dk>xkJe.  arxJ  240  for  lead.  Data  from  these  State  networks  are  perkxJicany  submll- 
ted  to  EPA*8  Natk)nal  Aerometnc  Data  Bank  for  summarizatk>n  in  annual  reports  on  the  natk)fiwkle 
status  and  trends  in  air  quality;  for  details,  see  National  Air  Quality  and  Emissions  Trends  Report, 
1986.

The  climatok)gk»l  temperature.  precipitatk)n.  and  degree  day  normals  listed  in  this  publcafion 
are  derived  for  comparative  purposes  arxl  are  averages  for  the  30-year  period,  1951-80.  For  sta- 
tkHis  that  dkj  not  have  continuous  records  for  the  entire  30  years  from  the  same  instrument  sitay 
the  normals  have  t)een  adjusted  to  provkJe  representative  values  for  the  current  locatkxi.  The  inky- 
matk)n  in  all  other  tables  is  based  on  data  from  ttie  beginning  of  the  record  at  that  locatkxi  through 
1985,  except  as  noted. 

The  degree  day  normals  are  used  to  determine  relative  estimates  of  heating  and  cooling  requip^ 
ments  for  buiMings.  Each  degree  that  the  average  temperature  for  a  day  is  below  65  dogrsae  F 
produces  one  heating  degree  day.  For  example.  If  the  maximum  temperature  is  70  degrees  F  and 
the  minimum  temperature  is  52  degrees  F.  ttie  average  temperature  for  the  day  is  61  degreea.  re- 
sulting in  four  (4)  heating  degree  days.  Cooling  degree  days  are  cateulated  in  a  similar  fashton  for 
each  degree  that  the  average  temperature  is  at)ove  65  degrees  F.  The  monthly  degree  day  POh 
mals  represent  the  average  accumulatk)n  of  the  daily  values  for  the  month.

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Natiorwtfide  government  finance  statistics  have  t)een  classified  and  presented  in  terms  of  uniform 
concepts  and  categories,  rather  than  aooordbig  to  the  highly  dh/erse  terminology,  organization,  and 
fund  structure  utilized  t>y  individual  governments.  Accordingly,  financial  statislics  vvhich  appear  here 
for  the  Federal  Government  and  for  indMdual  States  or  local  govemments  have  t)een  standardbed 
and  may  not  agree  directly  with  figures  appearing  in  the  original  sources. 

Statistics  on  goverrvnental  finances  distinguish  among  general  govemment.  utilities,  Hquor  stores, 
and  insurance  trusts.  General  goyemmant  comprises  all  activities  except  utilities,  Kquor  stores,  and 
insurance  trusts.  Utilities  include  govenmient  water  supply,  electric  light  and  power,  gas  supply,  and 
transit  systems.  Liquor  stores  are  operated  by  17  States  and  by  local  govemments  in  six  Stales. 
Insurance-  trusts  relate  to  employee  retirement,  unemployment  compensation,  and  ottier  social  In- 
surance systems  administered  by  the  Federal,  State,  and  local  governments. 

Data  for  cities  relate  only  to  municipal  corporations  and  their  dependent  agencies,  and  do  not 
include  amounts  for  other  local  govemments  overlying  city  areas.  Therefore,  expenditure  figures  for 
"education"  do  not  include  spending  by  the  separate  school  districts  wtiich  administer  public 
schools  within  most  municipal  areas.  Variations  in  tfw  assignment  of  goverrvnental  responsibility  for 
public  assistance,  health,  hospitals,  public  housing,  and  ottier  functions  to  a  lesser  degree  also 
have  an  important  effect  upon  reported  amounts  of  city  expenditure,  revenue,  and  debt  Therefore, 
any  intercity  comparisons  baaed  upon  these  figures  should  be  made  witti  caution,  and  with  due 
recognition  of  variations  that  exist  among  urban  areas  in  the  relative  role  of  the  municipal  corpora- 
tion. 

Employment  and  payroHa.— These  data  are  baaed  mainly  on  mail  canvassing  of  State  and  local 
governments.  Payroll  includes  all  salaries,  wages,  and  individual  fee  payments  for  ttie  month  speci- 
fied, and  employment  relates  to  all  persons  on  governmental  payrolls  during  a  pay  period  of  the 
month  covered— Including  paid  officials,  temporary  help,  and  (unless  olhenwise  spedfied)  part-  time 
as  well  as  full-time  persormel.  Figures  shown  for  individual  govemments  cover  mi^or  dependent 
agencies  such  as  institutions  of  higher  education,  as  welt  as  ttie  basic  central  departments  and 
agencies  of  the  govemment

PuMte  akL— State-administered  public  assistance  programs  (Aid  to  FamHiaa  with  Dependent  Chl- 
dren  (AFDQ.  emergency  assistance  and  general  assistance)  and  the  Federal  Suppiernental  Securi- 
ty Income  (SiSQ  program  administered  by  the  Social  Security  Administration  provide  benefits  to  per- 
sons who  quaWy.  AFOC  and  emergency  assistance  are  in  part  federally  funded  whie  ttie  ooata  of 
general  assistance  are  met  entirely  ¥vith  State  and  local  funds. 

The  SSI  program  replaced  Federal  grants  for  aid  to  the  aged.  bNnd  and  disabled  in  the  50  Stalae 
and  the  District  of  Columbia  In  1974.  Residents  of  the  Northem  Mariana  Islanda  beceme  eigUe  In 
1976.  Federal  grants  continue  for  aid  to  the  aged.  bNnd  and  dteabled  in  Gkjam.  Puerto  Rico  and  the 
Virgin  Islands.  The  SSI  program  provides  a  minimum  income  for  the  aged.  bNnd  and  dMbled  end 
eatabishes  uniform  national  basic  eigtoility  requirements  end  payment  standarda.  Moat  Stalae  aup- 
plement  the  tMSic  SSI  payment 

HeeNh  and  weNafe  eenfloee*'— Programs  providing  health  and  welfare  services  are  aidad 
through  Federal  grants  to  States  for  child  weifere  senrices,  vocational  rehabWtation,  adMHee  for 
the  aged,  maternal  and  child  health  services,  maternity  and  infant  care  prelects,  compfetienslve 
health  sen/ices,  and  a  variety  of  public  health  activitiea. 

Under  Medteaid,  aN  Statea  (except  Arizona)  offer  basic  health  services  to  eligft)le  low-Income  per- 
sons. The  cost  of  providing  these  services  is  shared  t^  the  Federal  Government  but  eech  State 
determines  its  own  eRgbHty  criteria  and  may  set  kMneHts  atxjve  the  minimum  estabished  by  Feder- 
al law.  Aknoet  aN  redplenta  of  cash  welfare  programs  are  automatically  eligR)le.  In  eddWon,  31 
States  extend  Medteaid  to  families  that  satlafy  aN  but  the  income  requirements  for  weifere  end  that 
either  have  incomes  which  meet  State  definitions  of  "medteaNy  needy"  or  incur  medicel  e»yenaaa 
which  lower  tfwir  incomes  to  medteaWy  needy  levels. 

Moncaah  benefits.— The  Bureeu  of  the  Census  annuaNy  collects  data  on  the  cheractarfatica  of 
redplenta  of  noncash  (irvMnd)  kxmofits  to  supplement  the  collection  of  annual  money  income  daia 
in  the  Current  Population  Survey  (see  text  section  1  and  section  15).  Noncash  benefits  are  ttwee 
kxmofits  received  in  a  form  other  than  money  wtiich  serve  to  enhance  or  improve  the  economic 
weN-tMing  of  ttie  redpient  As  for  money  income,  the  data  for  nonceah  benefits  are  for  ttie  celandar 
year  prior  to  the  date  of  the  interview  and  are  rsported  in  the  CUrnanfAyiutotfD^  aerleeP-

Oata  baaed  on  estatillshmsnt  records  are  complied  by  BLS  end  cooperating  State  agendea  as 
part  of  an  ongoing  Current  Empkiyment  StatMka  Program.  Data,  gathered  from  a  sample  ol  em- 
ployars  wtw  voluntartly  complete  mal  questkxHiaJFeB  monthly,  are  supplemented  by  deta  from  ottwr 
government  agerKles  and  adjusted  at  Intervals  to  data  from  govemmertt  social  iraurance  program 
reporta.  TIm  esflmstes  axdude  proprietors  of  unincorporated  firms.  eeH-employed  persons.  piWate 
househoM  wortwre,  unpaid  family  worlwre.  agrtculturat  worlters.  and  the  Amied  Forces.  In  March

TTte  eatablshmant  survey  Is  designed  to  provUe  detaHad 
Industry  informatton  tor  the  Nation.  States,  and  matropoHan  areas  on  nonagrtcultural  wage  and 
salary  empkiyment,  average  weekly  hours,  and  average  hourly  and  weekly  eamlnga.  Establishment 
survey  data  are  publshed  in  Emp/ormant  antf  Eamlnga  and  the  Monthly  Labor  Raviaw.  dted 
above.  HIsiarkMl  national  and  geognvMc  data  ire  publshed  In  SLSSulMi7  1312-12.  Empk^mant. 
Horn  MitdEamlnga.  UnHatl  Statae.  1909^  and  BuMaVn  1370-17.  Eiriploymant,  Hoan.  and  Earn- 
Inga,  f939^  (dsta  for  States),  and  thair  supplements,  and  In  the  Handbook  of  Labor  StalMca. 
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Labor  forco.— According  to  tt>e  CPS  doMtiont.  tt>e  dvMan  labor  force  cocnprtoai  aN  dvHans  in 
tbe  noninstitiJtional  population  16  years  and  over  classified  as  "employed"  or  "unemployed'*  ao- 
cordkig  to  tbe  criteria  below.  Employed  dvHians  comprise  (a)  all  civilians,  who,  during  tbe  reference 
¥veel(,  dM  any  work  for  pay  or  profit  (minimum  of  an  hour's  work)  or  worlced  15  hours  or  more  as 
unpaid  worliers  In  a  farnHy  enterprise,  and  (b)  aN  dvlHans  who  were  not  working  but  who  had  |obe 
or  businesses  from  which  they  were  temporarily  abeent  for  noneconomic  reasons  (Mness,  weather 
condMons,  vacation,  labor-management  dispute,  etc).  Unemployed  persons  comprise  aN  civilians 
wtK)  had  no  employment  during  the  rsfereiKse  week,  wtK)  made  specific  efforts  to  find  a  Job  within 
the  prevkxjs  four  weeks  (such  as  applying  directly  to  an  empk>yer,  or  to  a  public  emptoyment  serv- 
ice, or  checking  with  friends)  and  who  were  available  for  work  during  tfiat  week.  Persons  on  layoff 
from  a  Job  or  waiting  to  report  to  a  new  Job  within  90  days  are  also  classified  as  unempkyyed  if  they 
are  available  for  work.  All  other  persons,  16  years  oM  and  over,  are  "not  in  the  labor  force."  The 
labor  force  includes,  in  additkMi  to  the  dvHan  empk>yed  and  unempkyyed,  members  of  the  Armed 
Forces  8tatk)ned  in  the  United  States.  They  are  also  inckided  in  the  empk>yed  totals. 

Beginning  in  1962,  changes  in  the  estimation  procedures  and  the  introductk)n  of  1960  census 
data  caused  subslantiai  increases  in  the  popuialkxi  and  eetimates  of  persons  in  aN  labor  force  cat- 
egories. Rates  on  labor  force  charactenstics,  however,  were  essentiaNy  unchanged.  In  order  to 
avokJ  mi4or  breaks  in  series,  some  90,000  labor  force  series  were  adjusted  back  to  1970.  The 
effect  of  the  1962  revisk)ns  on  various  data  series  and  an  expianatkyn  of  the  adjustment  procedure 
used  are  doscribod  in  "Revistons  in  the  Current  Populatton  Survey  in  January  1982,"  in  the  Febru- 
ary 1962  issue  of  Employment  and  Earnings.  The  revisk)ns  dM  not,  however,  smooth  out  the 
breaks  in  series  occurring  between  1972  and  1978,  and  data  users  shouM  make  aNowances  for 
them  in  making  certain  data  comparisons. 

Beginning  in  January  1985,  the  CPS  estimatton  procedure  was  revised  due  to  the  impiementatton 
of  a  new  sample  draign.  A  descriptk>n  of  the  changes  and  an  indteatton  of  their  effect  on  the  na- 
tx)nal  eetimates  of  labor  force  characteristics  appeer  in  "Changes  in  the  Estimatk)n  Procedure  in 
the  Current  Popuiatton  Survey  Beginning  in  January  1965"  in  the  February  1965  issue  of  Emptoy- 
ment  and  Earnings.  Overall,  the  revistons  had  only  a  sight  effect  on  most  eetimates.  The  grsalest 
impact  was  on  estimatas  of  persons  of  Hispanic  origin,  wfiich  were  revised  to  the  extent  poesUe. 
back  to  January  1960. 

Beginning  In  January  1966,  the  CPS  estimation  procedure  was  revised  to  reflect  an  expidt  eeH- 
mate  of  the  number  of  undocumented  immigrants  (largely  Hispanic)  since  1960  and  an  improved 
eslknate  of  the  number  of  legal  fbreign-bom  emigrants  for  the  same  time  perkxi  The  revistons  had 
a  comparatively  small  effect  on  the  total  populalton  and  labor  force  estirnates,  but  ttieir  effect  on 
the  eslknates  of  persons  of  Hispanic  origm  was  more  pronounced.  Asa  result  data  for  Htepantea, 
to  the  extent  posstole,  were  again  revised  back  to  January  1960.  An  explanatton  of  the  changes 
and  ttieir  effect  on  eslknates  of  labor  force  characteristics  appears  in  "Changes  in  the  Estimatfan 
Procedure  in  the  Current  Popuiatton  Survey  Be^nning  in  January  1966"  in  the  Febniaiy  1966  issue 
6i  Employment  and  Earnings. 

Houra  and  eamlnga.— Average  hourty  earnings,  based  on  establishment  data,  are  groes  eam- 
kigs  (Le..  earnings  before  payroll  deducttons)  and  inckide  overtime  premkjms;  they  exckide  inregular 
bonuses  and  vahie  of  payments  in  kind.  Hours  are  those  for  which  pay  was  received.  Wages  and 
salaries  from  the  CPS  consist  of  total  monies  received  for  work  performed  by  an  emptoyed  during 
the  income  year.  It  includes  wages,  salaries,  commisstons,  tif»,  piece-rate  payments,  and  cash  bo- 
nuses earned  before  deducttons  were  made  for  taxes,  bonds,  unton  dues,  etc.  Persons  who  worked 
35  hours  or  more  are  classified  as  woridng  full  time  (see  tabto  614). 

Induatrlai  and  oocupatfcNial  groupa.— Establishments  responding  to  the  establishment  survey 
are  classified  into  industries  on  the  basis  of  their  principal  product  or  acttvity  (determined  by  wwuak 
sales  vokjme)  in  accordance  with  the  Standard  Industrial  Classificatton  (SIC)  Manual,  Office  of  Man- 
agement and  Budget;  1972  Is  the  latest  issue.  The  SIC  is  a  dassificatton  structure  for  the  entire 
nattonal  ecorK)my.  The  structure  provtoes  data  on  a  diviston  and  industry  code  basis,  acoordtog  to 
the  level  of  industrial  detail.  For  example,  manufacturing  is  a  mijor  Industrial  division,  food  and  kin- 
dred products  (code  20)  is  one  of  its  mi^or  groups.  One  of  the  ways  this  group  is  further  dMded  is 
into  meat  products  (code  201)  and  meat  paddng  plants  (code  2011).  Periodtoally,  the  SIC  is  revised 
to  reflect  changes  in  the  industrial  compositton  of  the  ecorK)my.  (A  revised  SIC  Manual  is  forthcom- 
ing which  win  update  the  industry  structure  as  of  1962). 

Industry  data  derived  from  the  CPS  beginning  in  January  1983  utilize  the  industrial  dassiflcaMon 
devetoped  for  the  1960  Census  of  Popuiatton.  CPS  data  from  1971  to  1962  were  based  on  the 
1970  census  classificatton  system.  Both  popuiatton  census  systems  are  devetoped  from  the  SIC 
The  1970  system  is  based  on  the  1987  SIC,  whereas,  the  1980  system  relates  to  the  1972  edHtoa 
Most  of  the  industry  categories  were  not  affected  by  the  change  in  classificatton. 
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Ttio  ooouptional  dassHlcslion  system  used  in  tt>e  1960  census  and  in  the  CPS  beginning  in  Jan- 
uary 1963.  evolved  from  the  1960  Standard  Occupational  ClassHication  (SOC)  system,  first  intro- 
duced in  1977.  Occupational  categories  used  in  the  1960  census  classification  system  are  so  radi- 
caRy  dtfferent  from  the  1970  census  system  used  In  the  CPS  through  1962,  that  their  implementa- 
lion  represented  a  break  in  historical  data  series.  In  cases  where  data  have  not  yet  been  converted 
to  the  1980  classifications  and  stM  reflect  the  1970  classifications  (e.g..  table  655).  comparisons 
between  the  two  systems  should  not  be  made.  To  help  users  bridge  the  data  gap.  a  limited  set  of 
estimates  was  developed  for  the  1972-1962  period  based  on  the  new  classifications.  The  estimates 
were  developed  by  means  of  applying  conversion  factors  created  by  double  coding  a  20-percent 
sample  of  CPS  occupational  reoords  for  6  months  during  1981-82.-  For  further  details,  contact 
BLS. 

Productivity— The  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  (BLS)  publishes  data  on  productivity  as  measured 
by  output  per  hour  (labor  productivity),  output  per  combined  unit  of  latxx  and  capital  input  (multifac- 
tor  productivity),  and,  for  manufacturing  industries,  output  per  combined  unit  of  capital,  labor, 
energy,  matertels,  and  purchased  service  inputs.  l.abor  productivity  and  related  indexes  are  pub- 
Ished  for  the  business  sector  as  a  whole  and  its  mijor  sutMectors:  nonfarm  business,  manufactur- 
ing, nonfinandal  corporations,  146  specific  industries,  and  various  functional  areas  of  the  Federal 
dvilan  government  Multifactor  productivity  and  related  measures  are  published  for  the  private  busi- 
ness sector  and  its  mijor  sulnectors.  Productivity  indexes  which  take  into  account  capital,  labor, 
energy,  materials,  and  service  inputs  are  published  for  the  20  mijor  2-digit  industry  groups  which 
comprise  the  manufacturing  sector,  and  for  the  steel  and  motor  vehicle  industries.  The  major  sector 
data  are  published  in  the  BLS  quarterly  news  release.  ProductMty  and  Costs  and  in  the  annual 
MUn/factor  ProductMty  Measures  release.  The  specific  industry  productivity  measures  are  pub- 
Ished  annually  in  the  BLS  Bulletin,  ProductMty  Measures  for  Selected  IndMries,  and  the  Hand- 
book of  tjU)or  Statistfcs.  Detailed  infbrmatk)n  on  methods,  Nmitatk)ns,  and  data  sources  appears  in 
the  BLS  Handt)ook  ofh4ethods,  BLS  Bulletin  2134-1  (1982),  chapters  13  and  14. 

Unlona.— As  defined  here,  unkxis  inckjde  traditk)nal  labor  unk)ns  and  empkiyee  associatk)ns 
sMtar  to  labor  unkxis.  Data  on  unkxi  membership  status  provkied  t>y  BLS  are  for  empk>yed  wage 
arvJ  salary  workers  and  relate  to  their  principal  Job.  Earnings  by  unkxi  membership  status  are  usual 
weekly  earnings  of  full-time  wage  and  salary  workers.  The  informatk)n  is  collected  through  the  Cur- 
rent Populatton  Survey.  For  a  full  desoiptkm  of  the  method  of  collectkMi  and  comparability  with 
oarWor  data,  see  "New  Data  on  Unkxi  Members  and  Their  Earnings"  in  the  January  1985  issue  of 
Employment  and  Earnings,  and  "Changing  Empk>yment  Patterns  of  Organized  Workers"  in  the 
February  ^9^  kseuia  6t  Vna  MorvtNy  IM)or  Review,  Collective  bargainkig  settlements  data  are  avail- 
able for  bargaining  situatk)ns  toivoMng  1,000  or  more  workers  in  private  industry  and  State  and 
k)cal  government 

Recently,  the  Union  Sourcet)ooK  an  annual  publicatkHi  by  Leo  Troy  and  Neil  Sheflin  of  Rutgers 
Univeraity.  has  provkied  alternative  estimates  of  unkxi  membership  (see  table  666).  Due  to  differ- 
ences in  concept  method,  scope,  and  reference  period.  BLS  indk»tes  a  somewhat  kywer  member- 
ship figure  than  does  the  Sourcet)ook.  For  example.  BLS  data  are  based  on  a  sample  survey  and 
are  sub|ect  to  sampling  error,  while  the  Sourcebook  data  are  figures  covering  all  known  labor  orga- 
nlzatkxis  and  are  derived  largely  from  financial  reports  of  labor  organizatk)ns.  For  a  detailed  discus- 
sk>n  of  the  methodok)gy  used  In  the  Sourcebook  and  differences  with  BLS  data,  see  the  Source- 
book 

Worlc  stoppages.— Work  stoppages  include  all  strikes  and  k)Ckouts  known  to  BLS  which  last  for 
at  least  one  full  day  or  shift  and  involve  1.000  or  more  workers.  All  stoppages,  whether  or  not  au- 
tlKirized  by  a  unk)n.  legal  or  illegal,  are  counted.  Excluded  are  work  sk>virdowns  and  instances 
where  empk>yees  report  to  work  late,  or  leave  early,  to  attend  mass  meetings  or  mass  rallies. 

Oeaaonal  adiustiiient— Many  ecorK)mk:  statistics  reflect  a  regularly  recurring  seasonal  move- 
ment wlilch  can  be  estimated  on  the  basis  of  past  experience.  By  eliminating  that  part  of  the 
change  which  can  be  ascribed  to  usual  seasonal  variatkni  (e.g..  climate  or  school  openings  and 
ctoeings),  it  is  possible  to  observe  the  cydtoal  and  other  nonseasonal  movements  in  the  series.

Conaumer  Expendtture  Survey.— The  Consumer  Expenditure  Survey  program  was  begun  in  late 
1979.  The  principal  objective  of  the  survey  is  to  collect  cun'ent  consumer  expendrture  data  wtiich 
provide  a  continuous  flow  of  data  on  the  buyir)g  hat)its  of  American  consumers.  The  data  are  nec- 
essary for  future  revisions  of  the  Consumer  Price  Index. 

The  sun^  conducted  by  th^  Bureau  of  the  Census  for  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  consists  of 
two  components:  (1)  An  interview  panel  survey  in  which  the  expenditures  of  consumer  units  ars 
obtained  in  five  interviews  conducted  every  3  months;  and  (2)  a  diary  or  recordkeeping  survey  com- 
pleted by  participating  househokte  for  two  consective  1-week  periods. 

Each  component  of  the  survey  queries  an  irxtopendent  sarnple  of  consumer  units  representaive 
of  the  U.S.  urtMm  populatton.  Over  52  vveeks  of  the  year,  5.000  consumer  units  are  sampled  for  the 
diary  survey.  Each  consumer  unit  keeps  a  diary  for  two  1-week  periods  yieking  approximalely 
10,000  diaries  a  year.  The  interview  sarnple  is  selected  on  a  rotating  panel  basis,  targeted  at  5,000 
consumer  umts  per  quarter.  Data  are  collected  in  85  urban  areas  of  the  country  that  are  rapresem- 
ative  of  the  U.S.  urtMm  populatk>n.  The  survey  includes  students  in  student  housing. 

The  Diary  survey  is  designed  to  obtain  expenditures  on  small,  frequently  purchased  items  wMch 
are  normally  diffk:ult  for  respondents  to  recall.  Detailed  records  of  expenses  are  kept  for  fbod  and 
beverages,  both  at  home  and  in  eating  places,  tobacco,  housekeeping  supplies,  nonprescription 
drugs,  and  personal  care  products  and  services. 

The  Interview  survey  is  designed  to  obtain  data  on  the  types  of  expenditures  vi^hich  respondents 
can  be  expected  to  recall  for  a  period  of  3  months  or  k)nger.  In  general,  these  include  rsMvely 
large  expenditures,  such  as  those  for  property,  automobiles,  and  major  appliances,  or  expendHurss 
which  occur  on  a  fairly  regular  basis,  such  as  rent,  utilities,  or  insurance  premiums.  InckMing 
"gtobal  estimates*'  for  food,  it  is  estimated  that  about  95  percent  of  expenditures  are  coversd  in  tm 
interview.  ExcKided  are  nonprescriptkxi  drugs,  househoM  supplies,  and  personal  care  Kerne.  The 
interview  survey  also  provkies  data  on  expenditures  incurred  whHe  on  trips.  Both  surveys  exolude 
att  business  related  expenditures  for  which  the  family  is  reimbursed. 

DIatribiilloii  of  money  ktoome  to  famWee  and  IndhridMals.  Money  income  statlstica  aie 
based  on  data  collected  in  various  fiekJ  surveys  of  income  conducted  since  1938.  Since  1947,  tfie 
Bureau  of  the  Census  has  collected  the  data  on  an  annual  basis  and  puk)lished  them  in  CummH 
Population  Reports,  series  P-60.  In  each  of  the  surveys,  enumerators  kiterview  representative  sam- 
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pies  of  tfw  populalion  wNh  respect  to  income  received  during  the  previous  year.  Money  income  as 
defined  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  differs  from  tfie  BEA  concept  of  "personal  income." 

Data  on  consumer  income  collected  in  tfie  CPS  ty  tfie  Bureau  of  the  Census  cover  money 
income  received  (exclusive  of  certain  money  receipts  such  as  capital  gains)  t)efore  payments  for 
personal  income  taxes.  Social  Security,  union  duM,  Medicare  deductions,  etc.  Therefore,  money 
income  does  not  reflect  tfie  fact  tfiat  some  families  rsceive  part  of  their  income  in  tfie  form  of  non- 
caah  benefits  (see  section  12)  such  as  food  stamps,  health  benefits,  and  subsidized  housing;  that 
some  farm  famiWos  rsceive  noncash  benefits  in  tfie  form  of  rent-fiee  housing  and  goods  produced 
and  consumed  on  the  farm;  or  that  noncash  benefits  are  also  rsceived  by  some  nonfarm  residents 
wliich  often  take  the  form  of  the  use  of  business  transportation  and  facilities,  full  or  partial  pay- 
ments by  business  for  retirement  programs,  medical  and  educational  expenses,  etc.  Tfiese  ele- 
menls  should  be  considered  vvtien  comparing  income  levels.  For  data  on  noncash  benefits,  see 
section  12.  None  of  the  aggregate  income  concepts  (GNP,  national  income,  or  personal  income)  is 
exactly  comparttbie  with  money  income,  although  personal  income  is  tfie  closest 

Several  cfianges  were  made  in  tfie  collection  and  presentation  of  data  from  tfie  March  1980 
CPS.  The  cfianges  include  (1)  the  use  of  a  more  detailed  income  questionnaire  for  all  sample 
housefidds,  (2)  tfie  use  of  an  expanded  sample,  (3)  the  implementation  of  the  "householder"  con- 
cept rattier  than  the  tradHional  "head"  concept  (4)  the  exclusion  of  a  small  number  of  "secondary 
famHee"  from  the  count  of  all  families,  (5)  the  use  of  more  detailed  income  intervals  in  the  upper 
range  of  the  income  dtotnbution,  (6)  the  introduction  of  the  new  farm  definition,  and  (7)  the  restric- 
tion of  the  population  with  income  to  persons  15  years  old  and  over.  For  more  information  on  tfie 
impact  and  oomparabiity,  see  the  source. 

Deginr^ig  in  the  March  1961  Current  Population  Survey,  1960  census  population  controls  were 
used;  for  income  years  1971  through  1979,  1970  census  population  controls  had  been  used.  This 
cliange  had  little  impact  on  income  summary  measures  (means  and  medians)  and  proportional 
meaaures  (percent  dntributions  and  poverty  rates);  however,  use  of  the  controls  may  have  signifi- 
cant impact  on  the  abeokite  numbers. 

Income  and  poverty  data  for  1966  are  the  first  estimates  based  entirely  on  households  selected 
from  the  1960  census-t)ased  sample  desiga  Estimates  by  type  of  residence  categories  such  as 
meHopoitan.  nonmetropoKtan,  farm,  and  nonfarm  reflect  metropolitan  areas  defined  as  of  June 
1964.  In  addMon,  the  March  1967  CPS  income  supplement  was  revised  to  allow  for  the  coding  of 
larger  earnings  amounts  on  tfie  questionnaire.  A  description  of  tfiis  cfiange  and  its  effect  on  esti- 
maAae  in  tfiis  report  can  be  found  in  Current  Population  R€port8,9eina^  P-60,  No.  157. 

In  October  1963,  tfie  Census  Bureau  began  to  collect  data  under  the  new  Survey  of  Income  and 
Program  Participation  (SIPP).  The  information  supplied  by  this  survey  is  expected  to  provide  better 
measuroo  of  tfie  status  and  cfianges  in  income  distribution  and  poverty  of  housefiolds  and  persons 
in  the  United  States.  The  data  collected  in  SIPP  will  be  used  to  study  Federal  and  State  aid  pro- 
grams (such  as  food  stamps,  welfare,  Medicaid,  and  subsidized  housing),  to  estimate  program 
coats  and  coverage,  and  to  assess  tfie  effects  of  proposed  cfianges  in  program  eligit)ility  rules  or 
tienefit  levels.  Tfie  core  questions  are  repeated  at  each  interview  and  cover  latxx  force  activity,  tfie 
types  and  amounts  of  income  received,  and  participation  status  in  various  programs.  Tfie  core  also 
contains  questions  covering  attendance  in  postsecondary  scfiools  and  private  health  insurance  cov- 
Various  supplements  or  topical  modules  covering  areas  such  as  educational  attainment 
and  liaft)ilities,  and  pension  plan  coverage  are  periodically  included. 

Poverty.— Families  and  unrelated  individuals  are  classified  as  being  above  or  below  the  poverty 
level  using  ttie  poverty  index  originated  at  ttie  Social  Security  Administietion  in  1964  and  revised  by 
Federal  Interagency  Committees  in  1969  and  1960.  The  poverty  index  is  based  solely  on  money 
Income  and  does  not  refiect  tfie  fact  that  many  low-income  persons  receive  noncash  benefits  such 
as  food  stamps,  medk^aid,  and  public  housing.  The  index  is  based  on  ttie  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture's 1961  economy  food  plan  and  reflects  tfie  different  consumption  requirements  of  families 
baaed  on  ttieir  size  and  composition.  The  poverty  thresholds  are  updated  every  year  to  refiect 
changes  in  ttie  Consumer  Price  Index.  The  fdlovving  technical  chaiiges  to  ttie  ttireshdds  were 
made  in  1961:  (1)  distinctions  based  on  sex  of  householder  have  been  eliminated:  (2)  separate 
thresholds  for  fami  families  have  been  dropped;  and  (3)  ttie  matrix  has  been  expanded  to  families 
of  nine  or  more  persons  from  the  old  cutoff  of  seven  or  more  persons.  These  cfianges  have  been 
incorporated  in  ttie  calculation  of  poverty  data  beginning  witti  1961.  The  table  on  page  416  shows 
the  average  thresholds  used  for  selected  years  between  1970  and  1966.  See  Current  Population 
Reports,  series  P-60.  Nos.  136. 149. 152.  and  157  for  more  details.

Prodtioer  price  Index.— This  Index,  dating  from  1690.  is  the  oldest  continuous  statistical  series 
publshed  by  BLS.  It  Is  designed  to  measure  average  clwnges  in  prices  received  by  producers  of  all 
commodWes,  at  aH  atages  of  processing,  produced  in  tt>e  U.S. 

Ttte  IndSK  has  undergone  several  revMons  (aae  JUonfftiy  Labor  Review.  February  1962  btkI  AprH 
197B).  n  is  now  based  on  approidmataly  3,400  conHnodKy  price  series  Instead  of  fhe  approximatiety 
3,200  indudad  in  the  1B47-1900  period  and  tha  900  included  for  the  period  prior  to  1947.  Indexes 
for  the  net  output  of  minine  and  manutacturtne  industrtes  have  been  added  m  recent  years.  Prices 
used  In  cortstrucUng  the  index  are  collected  from  sellers,  and  generally  apply  to  the  first  significant 
large-  volume  commercial  tranaactlon  for  each  commodtty— ie.,  the  manufacturer's  or  other  pro- 
ducer's seWrtg  price  or  ttie  selling  price  on  an  organized  exchartge  or  at  a  central  mariieL 

Tlw  weighlaused  m  tfwmdex  ropresant  tfw  total  net  sailing  value  of  commodities  produced  or 
processed  in  ttitB  country.  Values  are  f/>.b.  production  point  and  are  sKduaive  of  excise  taxes.  Be- 
gmnino  in  January  1967,  Itw  weights  are  values  of  net  shipments  of  conwnodHies  as  derived  from 
the  industrial  censuses  of  1962  and  other  data.  For  January  ig7e-December  1966.  weights  were 
based  on  1972  shipment  vakiea. 

Cenaumer  prica  Indtxea  (CPI).— The  CPl  is  a  measure  ot  the  average  change  In  prices  over 
time  in  a  fixed  "markat  basket"  of  goods  and  services  purchased  sittwr  t>y  urtian  wage  earners  arid 
clerical  workers  or  by  all  urban  consumers. 

In  1919,  BLS  began  to  publish  complete  indexes  at  semiannual  intervals,  using  a  weighting  stiuc- 
ture  baaed  on  data  collected  m  Itie  expenditure  survey  of  wage-earner  and  dericaJ-worker  tamilles 
in  1917-19  (BLS  Bulletin  357.  1924).  The  first  major  revision  of  the  CPI  occurred  m  1940,  with  sub- 
sequent revisions  In  1953,  1964.  1976,  and  1967. 

The  current  revtakm.  Initially  Issued  with  reiease  of  the  January  1987  data,  is  based  on  updated 
"ntaiket  baakals"  of  goods  and  services  and  revised  experxllture  weights  derived  from  a  1962- 
1964  Consumer  ExperwJiture  Survey. 

Effective  with  the  January  1978  irtdex,  BLS  began  puWisltlng  CPI's  for  two  populatk>n  groups:  (1) 
a  new  CPI  for  All  Urban  Consumers  (CPI-U);  and  (2)  a  revtoad  CPI  (or  Urban  Wage  Earners  and 
Clerical  Woriiers  (CPI-W)  which  represents  about  haH  the  population  covered  by  CPI-U.  The  CPI-U 
kickMles  in  addition  to  wage  earners  and  dertoal  workers,  groups  wtitch  histork^lly  have  been  ex- 
ckxled  from  CPI  coverage,  such  as  professional,  managerial,  and  technical  workers,  tfw  self-  em- 
ployed, short-term  workers,  the  unemptoyed.  and  retirees  and  others  not  in  the  labor  force.  Sepa- 
rate, altftough  overtapping  samples  were  used  for  ttie  two  Indexes  from  January  1978  to  January 
1882.  Thereafter.  tl>e  same  samples  were  used  for  both  irMlexes, 

In  January  1983.  the  method  of  measuring  homeownership  costs  In  the  CPI-U  was  changed  to  a 
rental  equivalence  approach.  TTiis  treatment  calculates  homeowmer  costs  of  tt>e  shatter  based  on 
the  impKcil  rent  owners  would  pay  to  rent  tfie  homes  tfiey  own.  The  rental  equivBlence  approach 
wes  introduced  Into  the  CPI-W  in  January  1965. 
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inning  with  release  of  the  CPI  for  January  1987.  revised  versions  of  the  CPt-U  and  CPI-W 
were  introduced.  The  current  CPI  is  t>ased  on  prices  of  food,  dothing,  shelter,  fuels,  transportation 
fares,  charges  for  doctors'  and  dentists'  services,  drugs,  etc.  purchased  for  day-to-day  Hving.  Prices 
are  collected  in  91  areas  across  the  country  from  over  60,000  housing  units  and  21.000  establish- 
ments. Area  selection  was  t>ased  on  the  1980  census.  All  taxes  directly  associated  with  the  pur- 
chase and  use  of  items  are  included  in  the  index.  Pnces  of  food,  fuels,  and  a  few  other  items  are 
obtained  every  month  in  all  91  locations.  Prices  of  most  other  commodities  and  services  are  col- 
lected monthly  in  the  five  largest  geographic  areas  and  every  other  month  in  other  areas. 

In  calculating  the  index,  each  item  is  assigned  a  weight  to  account  for  its  relative  importance  in 
consumers'  budgets.  Price  char^ges  for  the  various  items  in  each  location  are  then  averaged.  Local 
data  are  then  combined  to  obtain  a  U.S.  city  average.  Separate  indexes  are  also  published  for  re- 
gions, area  size-  classes,  cross-dassification  of  region  and  size-classes,  and  for  27  local  areas, 
usually  consisting  of  the  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area  (MSA);  see  Appendix  II.  Area  definitions  are 
those  established  by  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  in  1963.  Definitions  do  not  include  revi- 
sions made  since  1983.  Area  indexes  do  not  measure  differences  in  the  level  of  prices  among 
cities,  they  only  measure  the  average  change  in  prices  for  each  area  since  the  base  period.  For 
further  detail  regarding  the  CPI.  see  the  BLS  Handbook  of  Methods,  vol.  II,  the  Consumer  Price 
Index,  and  Report  736.  the  CPI:  1987  Revision. 

Other  price  indexee.— The  fixed-weighted  price  index  is  a  weighted  average  of  the  detaied 
price  indexes  used  in  the  deflation  of  goods  arxl  services  that  make  up  the  QNP.  These  price  in- 
dexes are  combined  using  weights  that  reflect  the  composition  of  QNP  in  1962.  Because  the  same 
weights  are  used  for  each  period,  changes  in  this  irxlex  measure  changes  in  prices  over  any  period. 
The  chain  price  index  is  an  alterrmtive  measure  of  price  change.  It  is  a  weighted  average  of  the 
same  detailed  price  indexes,  but  they  are  combined  using  weights  that  reflect  the  composition  of 
GNP  in  the  first  of  two  consecutive  periods.  Thus,  changes  in  this  index  measure  changes  in  prices 
only  k>etween  the  consecutive  periods. 

The  implicit  price  deflator  is  a  by-product  of  the  deflation  of  GNP.  It  is  derived  as  the  ratio  of 
cun^nt-  to  constant-dollar  GNP  (multiplied  by  100).  It  is  a  weighted  average  of  the  detailed  price 
indexes  used  in  the  deflation  of  GNP.  but  they  are  combined  using  weights  that  reflect  the  compo- 
sition of  GNP  in  each  period.  Thus,  changes  in  the  implicit  price  deflator  reflect  not  only  changes  in 
prices  but  also  changes  in  the  composition  of  GNP.

Currenqf.—Currency,  including  coin  and  paper  money,  roprosonts  more  than  one-lourth  of  all 
medta  of  exchange  in  the  United  States,  with  most  payments  made  by  check.  AN  currency  is  mw 
issued  by  the  Federal  Reeerve  Banks. 

OecurWes.— The  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  (SEC)  was  established  in  1934  to  protect 
the  interests  of  the  public  and  investors  against  malpractices  in  the  securities  and  financial  markets 
and  to  provkie  the  fullest  possible  dtock>sure  of  infbrmatkxi  regarding  securities  to  the  investing 
pubfic. 

Ineuranoe.— Insuring  companies,  which  are  regulated  by  the  varkxjs  States  or  the  District  of  Co- 
hjmbia,  are  classified  as  either  Nfe  or  property.  Companies  that  undeoMrfte  accMent  and  heelth  in- 
surance only  and  these  that  undentvrite  accMent  and  health  insurance  in  addWon  to  one  or  more 
property  lines  are  included  with  property  insurance.  Insuring  companies,  other  than  thoee  dassMled 
as  Nfe,  are  permitted  to  undeoMrfte  one  or  more  property  Nnes  provided  they  are  so  Ncensed  and 
have  the  necessary  capital  or  surpkis. 

There  are  a  number  of  pubNshed  sources  for  statistics  on  the  varkxjs  classes  of  insurance  Nfe, 
health,  fire,  marine,  and  casualty.  IndMdual  States  coHect  data  on  aN  insurers  operating  wittiln  their 
respective  jurisdtotkxis,  and  many  of  the  Stales  pubSsh  an  annual  insurance  report  giving  indMdual 
company  data  and  aggregates  of  certaki  items  for  the  companies  operating  wittiln  the  State.  Orga- 
nizatkxis  representing  certaki  classes  of  insurers  pubKsh  reports  for  these  classes.  Among  them 
are  the  annual  commercial  pubUshers,  such  as  The  Natkxwl  Undemvrlter  Company  wtiose  Argue 
Heeilh  Chert  (annuaO  contains  financial  and  operating  data  for  kidlvkkial  health  and  aockJent  insur- 
ance companies,  including  Blue  Cross  and  Bkie  ShiekJ  Plans.  The  American  Councfl  of  Life  Insur- 
ance publishes  statistics  on  life  kisurance  purchasee,  ownership,  benefit  payments,  and  assets  ki 
its  annual  Uie  insurance  Fact  Book.

The  IRS  S^atUica  of  Axxvne  reports  preeenl  data,  baeed  on  a  sample  Of  tax  returns 
before  eudt,  separstaly  for  eole  proprietorahipe,  pertnaraNps,  and  active  corporatlom.  A  aato  pm- 
f»Man/4f  Is  an  unincorporated  buaineaa  owned  by  orw  person  irtdudbig  large  enterpriaes  with 
many  emptoyees  artd  hired  managers  to  the  pert-lime  operations  in  which  the  o«mer  Is  the  only 
person  Involved.  A  pafpwvhip  is  an  unktcorporated  Ixjsinees  owned  by  two  or  more  persons,  each 
of  whom  haa  a  financial  miaraet  in  the  businese.  The  "parsons"  could  ba  indMdualB,  estatee, 
Irueta,  other  partnerships  or  corporaUora.  A  capoallott  is  a  buairtaaa  that  is  legally  Irtcorporated 
under  State  laws.

The  first  ecorKxnic  census  of  the  UnHsd 
Staiss  was  conducted  as  part  of  the  1810  decennial  census,  when  inquiries  on  manufacturing  wars 
inckjded  with  the  census  of  populatknt  Minerals  data  were  collected  in  1840.  The  first  censuses  of 
constructkxi  and  kMisiness  were  taken  for  1929.  An  integrated  ecorKxnic  census  program  was 
begun  for  1954.  In  that  year,  the  censuses  covered  the  retail  and  wfK)lesale  trades,  seieded  ssiv- 
ice  industries,  manufactures,  and  mineral  kvJustries.  The  economic  censuses  are  taken  at  5  year 
intervals  covering  years  endbig  in  "2"  and  "7".

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Thi8  section  presents  statistics  on  revenues,  passenger  and  freight  traffic  volume,  and  employ- 
ment in  various  revenue-producing  modes  of  the  transportation  industry,  including  motor  vehicles, 
trains,  and  pipelines.  Data  are  also  presented  on  commuting  travel;  highway  mileage  and  finances; 
motor  vehicle  travel,  accidents,  sales,  and  registrations;  automobile  operating  costs;  and  character- 
istics of  public  transit,  railroads,  and  pipelines. 

The  principal  compiler  of  data  on  public  roads  and  on  operation  of  motor  vehicles  is  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA).  These  data  appear 
in  FHWA's  annual  Highvmy  Statistics.  The  U.S.  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  (IOC)  presents 
data  on  interstate  land  transport  in  its  publications,  the  Annual  Report  to  Congross  and  the  Trans- 
port Statistics  in  the  United  States,  vvhich  contain  data  on  railroads  and  motor  carriers  subject  to 
ICC  regulations. 

The  U.S.  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  issues  data  on  traffic  accident  deaths 
and  death  rates  in  two  annual  reports:  the  Fact  Book  and  the  Fatai  Accident  Reporting  System 
Annual  Report  DOTs  Federal  Railroad  Administration  presents  data  on  accidents  involving  rail- 
roads in  its  annual  >tcoiKferit///)ofc^  and  ti\e  Raif-Highway  Crossing  Acddent/tnddent  and 
inventory  Bulletin. 

Various  censuses  and  surveys  conducted  by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  also  provide  data. 
Results  of  the  censuses  of  transportation  are  presented  in  the  ToKk  Inventory  mxi  Use  Sun^ey. 
The  Annual  Sunmy  of  Manufactures  and  reports  of  the  censuses  of  manufactures,  wholesale  and 
retail  trade,  and  sen^ice  industries  contain  statistics  on  the  motor  vehicle  and  equipment  industry 
and  on  retail,  wholesale,  and  sen/ices  aspects  of  this  industry.  Data  on  persons  commuting  to  work 
were  collected  as  part  of  the  1960  census  and  are  in  various  census  reports. 

Data  are  also  presented  in  many  nongovemment  publications.  Among  them  are:  The  weeidy  and 
annual  Cars  of  Revenue  Freigfit  Loaded  and  the  annual  Yeart)ook  of  Raikoad  Facts,  both  pub- 
lished by  the  Association  of  American  Railroads,  WasNngton.  DO.  Bus  Facts,  issued  annually  by 
the  American  Bus  Association.  Washington.  DC;  and  the  Transit  Fact  Book,  containing  electric  rail- 
way and  motorbus  statistics,  publtehed  annually  by  the  American  Public  Transit  Association,  Wash- 
ington, DC.  Useful  annual  handbooks  in  the  fieki  of  transportatkxi  are  Motor  Vehk:le  Facts  mxi  Fig- 
ures and  Wortd  Motor  Vehk^le  Data,  issued  by  the  Motor  Vehk^le  Manufacturers  Assoctatkxi  of  the 
United  States,  Inc.,  Detroit,  Ml;  Acckient  Facts,  issued  by  the  National  Safety  Council,  Chcago.  lU 
and  Transportatk)n  in  Amerha,  issued  by  the  Transportatk>n  Policy  Associates.  Washington.  DC. 

Urban  and  rural  highway  mileage,— Beginning  1980,  mileage  is  classified  in  urban  and  rural 
categories,  rather  than  municipal  and  rural.  Urt>an  derK>te8  the  Federal-akJ  legislatxxi  definitk>n  of 
an  area.  Such  areas  include,  as  a  minimum,  a  census  place  with  a  populatk>n  of  5.000  to  49,999  or 
a  designated  urt>anized  area  with  a  populatk>n  of  50,000  or  more.  These  Federal-akJ  urt>an  areas 
may  extend  beyond  corporate  and  census  boundaries,  and  thus  are  not  necessarily  coextensive 
with  murocipal  boundaries.  Rural  in  1980  refers  to  non-Federal-akJ  urban  area  mileage.  Prior  to 
1980.  municipal  refen'ed  to  roads  within  incorporated  places,  densely  populated  New  England 
towns,  and  certain  of  the  more  popukxjs  unincorporated  areas  and  rural  to  non-muntoipal  roads. 

Federal-aid  highway  systems.— Federal  law  provkjes  that  Federal  funds  be  matched  in  varying 
proportk>ns  with  State  funds  for  the  costs  of  planning,  engineering,  right-of-way  acqui8itk>n,  and 
constructk>n  of  highways.  Other  costs,  such  as  maintenance  arxj  policing,  are  kx>me  entirely  k)y  the 
States  and  k)cal  ager>cies. 

Effective  July  1.  1976.  a  uniform  road  dassiftoatkxi  system  was  implemented  whk:h  shortened 
the  mileage  of  the  highway  system  and  redefined  the  three  main  systems  of  Federal-akJ  routes. 
The  Federal-akJ  primary  system  is  comprised  of  a  network  of  main  roads  important  to  interstate. 
statewkJe.  arxJ  regk>nal  travel.  The  system  consists  of  main  rural  roads  and  thek  extensk>ns  into  or 
through  urt>an  areas.  The  Federal-akJ  secondary  system  consists  of  mrai  roads  of  a  more  kx:al 
nature,  such  as  those  wtvch  connect  county  seats  and  the  larger  populatkxi  centers  not  served  by 
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the  primary  system.  The  Federal-aid  urt)an  system  is  located  in  urt>an  places  of  5,000  or  more  par- 
sons arKJ  consists  of  major  urt>an  roads  and  streets,  except  those  on  the  primary  system. 

Regulatory  bodies.— The  ICC.  created  tyy  the  U.S.  Congress  to  regulate  transportation  in  inter- 
state commerce,  has  jurisdiction  over  railroads,  trucking  companies,  t)us  Nnes.  freight  forwarders, 
water  carriers,  coal  slurry  pipelines,  arxj  transportation  t>rokers.  The  Federal  Energy  Regulatoiy 
Commission  is  responsible  for  setting  rates  arxj  charges  for  transportation  and  sale  of  natural  gat 
and  for  establishing  rates  or  charges  for  transportation. 

Motor  carrlera.~For  1960-1973,  class  I  for-hire  motor  carriers  of  freight  were  dasaifled  by  the 
ICC  as  those  with  $1  million  or  more  of  gross  anrujal  operating  revenue;  1974-1979,  the  ctaas  I 
minimum  was  $3  million.  Effective  January  1, 1980  classl  carriers  are  those  with  $5  million  or  won 
in  reveruje.  For  1960-1968,  class  I  motor  carriers  of  passengers  were  classified  by  the  ICC  as  those 
with  $200,000  or  more  of  gross  anmial  operating  revenue;  for  1969-1976.  as  those  with  revenuse 
of  $1  million  or  more;  and  since  1977,  as  those  with  $3  million  or  more. 

RaBroada.  Railroad  companies  reporting  to  the  ICC  are  divided  into  specific  groups  as  folows: 
(1)  Regular  line-haul  (interstate)  railroads  (and  their  non-operating  sulnidiaries);  (2)  switching  and 
temiinal  railroads;  (3)  private  railroads  prior  to  1964  (identified  by  ICC  as  "circular"  becauae  they 
reported  on  brief  circulars);  and  (4)  unofficial  railroads,  so  designated  wtien  their  reports  are  re- 
ceived too  late  for  tabulation.  For  the  most  part  the  last  3  groups  are  not  included  in  the  statistics 
shown  here. 

For  years  prior  to  1978,  class  I  railroads  were  ttK>se  with  annual  revenues  of  $1  million  or  mofe 
for  1950-1955;  $3  million  or  more  for  1956-1984;  $5  mUKon  or  more  for  1965-1975;  and  $10  mMon 
or  more  for  1976-1977.  In  1978.  the  classification  became  dass  I,  those  having  more  Xhmt  $50 
million  gross  annual  operating  reveruje;  class  II.  from  $10  million  to  $50  million;  and  dass  III,  less 
than  $10  million.  Effective  January  1, 1982,  the  ICC  adopted  a  procedure  to  adjust  the  threshold  for 
inflation  by  restating  current  revenues  in  constant  1978  dollars.

CM  avMkm.— FMdaral  promotion  and  regulation  of  civil  aviation  have  been  carried  out  by  the 
FAA  and  the  Civil  Aaronaullcs  Board  (CAB).  The  CAB  promoted  and  regulated  the  dvii  air  tranapor- 
latlon  industry  within  Rte  United  States  and  between  ttte  United  States  and  foreign  countries.  The 
Board  granted  Hcenaes  to  provide  air  transportation  service,  approved  or  dtaapproved  propoeed 
rataa  and  fares,  and  approved  or  dtoapproved  propoeed  ayaomants  and  corporate  raletionships 
Involving  air  carriera.  In  Dacamtiar  1984,  the  CAB  caaaad  to  aidat  aa  an  agartcy.  Some  of  its  func- 
tions ware  transterred  to  the  Department  of  Trartsportalkyi  (DOT),  as  outlined  below.  The  reaporwi- 
bMty  for  investigation  of  aviation  acddenls  resides  with  the  National  Transportation  Safely  Bowd. 

Tha  Office  of  the  Seoetaiy,  DOT  aviation  activities  include:  negotiation  of  International  air  Irans- 
portabon  rights,  solectton  of  U.S.  air  carriers  to  serve  cepoclty  controlled  intemetional  marttsts. 
overalghl  of  intamatiortal  rataa  and  (area,  maintenanca  of  aaaanbal  air  service  to  emaN  commute 
Hea,  artd  conaumer  affairs.  DOrs  Roaoarch  and  Special  Programs  Administration  (RSPA)  handles 
aviation  Infomtation  furtctlona  formerly  aaslgned  to  CAB. 

The  principal  activities  ol  the  FAA  Include:  The  promotion  of  air  safety;  controibig  the  uae  of 
navigable  airspace;  preacribing  regulatlorts  dealing  with  the  competertcy  of  airmen,  airworthiness  of 
aircraft,  artd  air  traffic  control:  operation  of  air  route  traffic  conttol  centers,  aiqXHl  traffic  control 
lowers,  and  tight  service  atationa;  the  doaign,  oortatnictlon.  maintertance,  aitd  Inspection  of  naviga- 
tion, traffic  control,  and  communications  equipment  and  the  developntent  of  general  aviation. 

The  CAB  published  montMy  and  quarterty  Hnandal  and  traffic  statistical  data  for  the  certHiceted 
oule  air  carriers.  RSPA  continues  these  puUcabons,  indudng  both  certificated  and  non-cartificat- 
•d  (communtar)  air  carriers.  The  FAA  puUMtaa  anrtuaiy  data  on  tha  use  of  airway  facHHIea:  data 
alatad  to  tha  location  of  airmen,  aircraft,  and  alrporta;  the  volume  of  activity  in  the  field  of  norh«ir 
arfiar  (general  aviation)  flying  and  akcrafl  production  artd  registration.

AJr  carrtera  and  esrvlca.— The  CAB  previoualy  Issued  "certificaies  of  pubfc  convenience  and 
ecesstty"  under  Section  401  of  Iha  Fadaral  Aviation  Act  of  1958  for  scheduled  wtd  non-scheduled 

diarter)  pasaenger  aervicea  artd  cargo  aarvlcea.  It  also  Issued  certificatas  under  Section  418  of  ttte 

ct  to  cargo  air  carriers  for  domestic  aH-cargo  service  ortly.  The  DOT  Office  of  the  Secretary  rtow 
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issues  the  certificates  under  a  '*fit,  willing  and  able"  test  of  air  carrier  operations.  Carriers  operating 
only  60  seat  or  less  aircraft  are  given  exemption  authority  to  carry  passengers,  cargo  and  mail  in 
scheduled  and  non-scheduled  service  under  Part  298  of  the  DOT  (formerly  CAB)  regulations.  Ex- 
emption authority  carriers  wtK)  offer  scheduled  passenger  service  to  an  essential  air  service  point 
must  meet  the  'lit  wilting  and  able'*  test 

Vessel  shipments,  entrances,  and  dearancee.— Shipments  by  dry  cargo  vessels  comprise 
shipments  on  all  types  of  watercraft  except  tanker  vessels;  shipments  by  tanker  vessels  comprise 
all  types  of  cargo.  HquM  and  dry.  carried  by  tanker  vessels. 

A  vessel  is  reported  as  entered  only  at  the  first  port  whk^h  it  enters  in  the  United  States,  whether 
or  not  cargo  is  unk)aded  at  that  port.  A  vessel  is  reported  as  cleared  only  at  the  last  port  at  wtiich 
clearance  is  made  to  a  foreign  port  whether  or  not  it  takes  on  cargo.  Army  and  Navy  vessels  en- 
tering or  clearing  without  commercial  cargo  are  not  included  in  the  figures. 

Units  off  measurement— Cargo  (or  freight)  tonnage  and  shipping  weight  both  represent  the 
gross  weight  of  the  cargo  including  the  weight  of  containers,  wrappings,  crates,  etc.  However,  ship- 
ping weight  excludes  lift  and  cargo  vans  and  similar  substantial  outer  containers.  Other  tonnage 
figures  generally  refer  to  stowing  capacity  of  vessels.  100  cubic  feet  being  called  1  ton.  Gross  ton- 
nage comprises  the  space  within  the  frames  and  the  ceiling  of  the  hull,  together  with  those  ck>sed- 
in  spaces  above  deck  available  for  cargo,  stores,  passengers,  or  crew,  with  certain  tvinor  excep- 
tkxis.  Net  or  registered  tonnage  is  the  gross  tonnage  less  the  spaces  occupied  by  the  propeNing 
machinery,  fuel,  crew  quarters,  master's  cabin,  and  navigatkHi  spaces.  Sut>8tantially.  it  represents 
space  available  for  cargo  and  passengers.  The  net  tonnage  capacity  of  a  ship  may  t>ear  little  rela- 
tk)n  to  weight  of  cargo.  Deadweight  tonnage  is  the  weight  in  k>rig  tons  required  to  depress  a  vessel 
from  light  water  line  (that  is.  with  only  the  machinery  and  equipment  on  board)  to  kMKJ  Nne.  It  is, 
therefore,  the  weight  of  the  cargo,  fuel,  etc.,  which  a  vessel  is  designed  to  carry  with  safety.

Farm  population.— Farm  population  consiats  off  all  persons  living  on  farms  in  rural  areaa.  Farm 
population  data  sbovvn  for  1960  to  1975  are  based  on  the  definition  off  a  farm  used  for  tfie  1969 
Census  off  Agriculture.  Farm  population  data  for  1978  to  1983  are  sbowm  on  the  basis  off  both  the 
1969  arKi  1974  census  farm  defirMons  arKi  are  so  indicated.  Beginning  1984.  farm  population  data 
are  based  only  on  the  1974  census  farm  definition. 

Irrigation.— Irrigated  land  is  defined  by  the  Bureau  off  the  Census  as  the  acreage  in  farms  to 
vvhich  water  is  artificially  applied  during  the  census  year.  The  Bureau  off  the  Census  also  ooMocts 
data  on  the  operation  off  irrigation  water  supply  organizations  at  10-year  intervals.

Farm  Income.— Gross  farm  income  comprises  cash  receipts  from  farm  marlcetings  off  crops  and 
livestock.  Federal  goverrwnent  payments  miade  directly  to  farmers  for  farm-related  activities,  rental 
value  off  farm  homiM,  value  off  farm  products  consumed  in  farm  homes,  arKi  ottier  farm-related 
income  such  as  machine  hire  arKi  custom  wortc  Farm  marketings  represent  agricultural  products 
sokl  by  farmers  multiplied  by  prices  received  per  unit  off  productkm  at  the  k)cal  market 

Infbrmatkxi  on  prtees  received  for  farm  products  is  generally  obtained  by  the  MASS  Agricultural 
Statistics  Board  from  surveys  off  firms  (such  as  grain  elevators,  packers,  stkI  processors)  purchas- 
ing agricultural  commodities  directly  from  producers.  In  some  cases,  the  price  informatkxi  is  ob- 
tafried  directly  from  tfie  producers. 

Cropa.— Estimates  off  crop  acreage  arKi  productkm  by  the  MASS  are  based  on  current  sample 
survey  data  obtained  from  indivkiual  reporters  arKi  ot>jective  yieM  counts,  reports  off  carkit  ship- 
ments, market  records,  personal  fieM  observatkKis  by  fieM  statisticians.  stkI  reports  from  olhsr 
sources.  Cotton  acreage  arKi  productkm  are  based  on  sample  survey  data  arKi  on  ginnkig  infbrma- 
tkxi gathered  by  the  Bureau  off  the  Census. 

Through  1985  prices  received  by  farmers  are  season  average  prices.  They  are  calculated  by 
weightkig  monthly  prices  by  monthly  sales  during  tfie  crop  marketing  season,  beginning  ¥vith  the 
first  month  in  whtoh  a  particular  crop  harvest  begins.  State  prices  are  vireighted  by  sales  to  obtain 
U.SI  prices.  Season  average  prices  inchide  an  aNowance  for  outstarKiing  k)ans  stkI  government 
purchases,  if  any,  for  crops  under  government  programs. 

Beginning  1986  prices  received  by  farmers  are  marketing  year  averages.  These  averages  are 
based  on  U.S.  monthly  prices  weighted  by  monthly  marketings  during  spedfic  perkxto.  U.S.  monlfily 
prices  are  State  average  prices  weighted  by  marketings  duiiig  the  month.  Marketing  year  average 
prices  do  not  inchide  aNowances  for  outstarxiing  k>ans.  goverrwnent  purcfiases,  defteiency  pay- 
ments or  dtoaster  payments. 

An  State  prices  are  based  on  irxjivkiual  State  marketing  years,  while  U.S.  marketing  year  aver- 
ages are  based  on  standard  marketing  years  for  each  crop.  For  a  listing  off  tfie  crop  marketing 
years  arKi  the  participating  States  in  the  monthly  program,  see  Crop  Valuea,  February  1967.  Value 
off  productk)n  is  computed  by  multiplying  State  prices  by  each  State's  productkm.  The  U.S.  vakie  of 
productk)n  is  the  sum  off  State  vakies  for  all  States.  Value  off  productkm  figures  shown  in  tublss 
1 100  sTKl  1 102-1 110  shoukJ  not  be  confused  with  cash  receipts  from  fann  marketings  wtiich  relats 
to  sales  during  a  calendar  year,  irrespective  off  tfie  year  off  productkm.

The  farmer  may  repay  tfie  k>an  wNh 
interest  and  retain  tfie  commodity  or,  at  tfie  end  off  tfie  k)an  perkxi,  forfeit  tfie  commodtty  aa  ful 
payment  off  the  k>an;  (2)  a  farm  income  support  (target  price)  wfiose  payments  vary  inversely  wNh 
the  market  price  off  the  specified  commodity.  "Deficiency  payments"  are  made  wfien  market  prioas 
for  a  specified  period  are  bek>w  the  target  prices.  The  payinent  rate  is  the  difference  between  the 
target  price  and  market  price,  or  between  the  target  price  and  \oat\  rate,  whichever  is  smaller.

Figures  as  published  in  the  Foreifyi  Grants  and  Credits  series  are  not  identical  with  figures  shown 
for  Qovenvnent  unilateral  transfere  and  capital  in  the  balance  of  payments,  mainly  because  of  de- 
ferences In  treatment  of  parificular  items  by  the  two  sets  of  accounts.  Such  items  include  contribu- 
tions to  the  multilateral  constnjction  program  of  the  North  Atlantic  Treaty  Organization.  Government 
investments  in  certain  productive  enterprises  abroad.  Government  receipts  on  funded  claims,  and 
net  changes  in  foreign  currency  holdings  resulting  from  transactions  other  than  thoee  under  the 
farm  products  program,  such  as  collections  of  principal  and  interest  and  purchases  for  dollars. 

The  basic  instrument  for  extending  miiitaiy  aid  to  friendly  nations  has  been  the  Mutual  Defense 
Assistance  Program  authorized  by  the  Congress  in  1949.  Prior  to  1952,  economic  and  technical  aid 
was  authorized  in  the  Foreign  Assistance  Act  of  1948.  the  1950  Act  for  International  Development, 
and  other  legislation  which  set  up  programs  for  specific  countries.  In  1952,  theee  economic,  techni- 
cal, and  military  aid  programs  were  comtiined  under  the  Mutual  Security  Act,  which  in  turn  was 
followed  by  the  Foreign  Assistance  Act  passed  in  1981.  Appropriations  to  provide  mlMary  aesist- 
ance  were  also  made  in  the  Department  of  Defense  Appropriation  Act  (rather  ttian  the  Foreign  As- 
sistance Appropriation  Act)  beginning  in  1988  for  certain  countries  in  Southeast  Asia  and  in  other 
legislation  concerning  programs  for  specific  countries  (such  as  IsraeQ.  Figures  on  activity  under  the 
Foreign  Assistance  Act  as  reported  in  the  Foreign  Grants  and  Credhs  series  differ  from  data  pub- 
lished by  AID  or  its  immediate  predecessors,  due  largely  to  differences  in  reporting,  timing,  and 
treatment  of  particular  items. 

Exports.— The  Bureau  of  the  Census  compiles  export  data  primarily  from  Shipper's  Export  Dec- 
larations required  to  be  filed  with  customs  officials  for  shipments  leaving  the  United  Stalee.  They 
include  U.S.  exports  under  mutual  security  programs  and  exclude  shipments  to  U.S.  Armed  Forces 
for  thsir  own  use. 

The  value  reported  in  the  export  statistics  is  generally  equivalent  to  a  free  alongside  ship  (f  jls.) 
value  at  the  U.S.  port  of  export,  based  on  the  transaction  price,  including  inland  freight,  insurance, 
and  other  charges  incurred  in  placing  the  merchandise  alongside  the  carrier  at  the  U.S.  port  of 
exportation.  This  value,  as  defined,  excludes  the  cost  of  loeding  merchandtoe  aboard  the  exporting 
carrier  and  also  excludes  freight,  insurance,  and  any  other  charges  or  transportation  and  other 
costs  beyond  the  U.S.  port  of  exportation.  The  country  of  destination  is  defined  as  the  country  of 
ultimate  destination  or  country  where  the  merchandise  is  to  be  consumed,  further  processed,  or 
manufactured,  as  ioKywn  to  the  shipper  at  the  time  of  exportation.  When  ultimate  destination  is  not 
icnown,  the  shipment  is  statistically  credited  to  the  last  country  to  which  the  shipper  Icnows  the  mer- 
chandise will  be  shipped  in  the  same  form  as  exported. 

For  certain  low-valued  shipments,  the  export  statistics  since  July  1953  include  estimates  based 
upon  selected  samples  of  such  shipments  with  lower  and  upper  value  limits  of  the  sampled  ship- 
ments varying  (Canada  excepted)  from  $100-$499  for  July  1953-September  1989,  $251-$499  for 
October  1989-Febnjary  1979,  and  $501-$999,  for  March  1979^une  1981.  For  July  1981-December 
1984,  the  statistics  for  countries  other  than  Canada  reflect  fully  compiled  data  for  shipments  valued 
over  $500.  For  Canada,  the  upper  value  limit  was  $1,999  during  the  period  JarHiary  1983-  Decem- 
ber 1984,  and  lower  value  limits  were  raised  to  $251  and  $501  in  October  1989  and  March  1979, 
respectively.  Beginning  1985,  data  for  low-valued  exports  to  all  countries  are  estimated  using  fao- 
tore  based  on  the  ratios  of  low-valued  shipments  to  individual  country  totals.  From  JarHiary,  1985 
through  Decemft)er  1988,  data  are  estimated  for  all  shipments  valued  under  $1,001.  Effective  Janu- 
ary 1987,  data  are  estimated  for  shipments  valued  under  $1,501.  Shipments  valued  under  $1,501 
represent  slightly  less  than  2.5  percent  of  the  total  value  of  exports. 

Beginning  Jariuary  1978,  the  Export  Classification  Schedule  was  based  upon  Schedule  E,  Stand- 
ard International  Trade  Classification,  Revision  2.  This  revision  affects  the  comparability  of  some 
export  statistics. 

Imports.— The  Bureau  of  the  Census  compiles  import  data  from  various  customs  forms  required 
to  be  filed  vvith  customs  officials.  From  1974-1981,  data  on  import  values  were  presented  on  three 
bases:  The  transaction  values  f.&s.  (free  alongside  ship)  at  the  foreign  port  of  export  tfie  cXf. 
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(cost.  Inturance,  and  friight),  and  the  previously  reported  customs  import  value  (as  appraised  tyy 
the  U.S.  Customs  Service  in  accordance  vvith  legal  requirements  of  the  Tariff  Act  of  1930,  as 
amended).  This  laOsr  vakietlon.  primarily  used  for  collection  of  import  duties,  frequently  did  not  re- 
flect tie  actual  transaction  value.  Beginning  1982,  import  data  are  based  on  customs  values.  i.e.. 
the  price  peid  by  the  buyer  to  the  seller  in  accordance  with  the  1979  Trade  Agreement  Act  amend- 
ments to  tie  1930  Tariff  Act  For  the  c.i.f.  imports,  the  new  customs  value  was  sut)stituted  for  the 
arms-length  transaction  value  used  for  1981  and  eariler  years.  The  f.&s.  transaction  values  were 
dtooontinued  as  of  JarHiary  1982.  Country  of  origin  is  defined  as  country  wfrare  the  merchandise 
was  grown,  mined,  or  manufactured.  If  country  of  origin  is  unknown,  country  of  shipment  is  report- 
ed. 

Imports  are  classified  either  as  "General  imports'*  or  "Imports  for  consumption."  General  imports 
are  a  combination  of  entries  for  immediate  consumption,  entries  into  customs  bonded  warehouses, 
and  entries  Into  U.S.  Foreign  Trade  Zones,  thus  generally  reflecting  total  arrivals  of  merchandise. 
Imports  for  consumption  are  a  combination  of  entries  for  immedteto  consumption,  withdrawals  from 
warehouses  for  consumption,  and  entries  of  merchandtoe  Into  U.S.  customs  territory  from  U.S.  For- 
eign Trade  Zones,  thus  generally  reflecting  the  total  of  the  commodities  entered  Into  U.S.  consump- 

Slnce  July  1953.  the  import  statistics  include  estimates,  not  classified  by  commodity,  for  certain 
low-valued  shipments.  For  July  1953-July  1985.  entries  valued  under  $100.  in  general,  were  esti- 
maM,  whie  entries  valued  under  $251  have  been  estimated  for  the  period  July  1965-December 
1984.  Since  January  1985,  import  statistics  include  estimates  for  shiprnents  valued  under  $1,001. 
The  estimated  low-valued  shipments  generally  amount  to  about  4  percent  of  the  import  total. 

Area  coverage.  Except  as  noted,  the  geographic  area  covered  by  the  export  and  import  trade 
elalistics  Is  the  United  States  Customs  area  (includes  the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia  and 
Puerto  Rico),  the  U.S.  Virgin  Islands  (effective  January  1981),  and  U.S.  Foreign  Trade  Zones  (effec- 
tive July  1982).  Data  for  selected  tables  and  total  values  for  1980,  have  been  revised  to  reflect  the 
U.S.  Virgin  Islands'  tads  with  foreign  countries,  where  poesi)le.

Quality  and  comparability  of  the  data.— The  quality  and  comparability  of  the  data  presentsd 
here  are  affected  kyy  a  numt)er  of  factors: 

(1)  The  year  for  which  data  are  prosontod  may  not  be  the  same  for  all  subjects  for  a  particu- 
lar country,  or  for  a  given  subject  for  different  countries,  though  the  data  shoiwn  are  the  most 
recent  available.  All  such  varlatfons  have  t)een  noted.  The  data  shown  are  for  calendar  years 
except  as  othenwise  specified. 

(2)  The  t>ases,  methods  of  estimating,  methods  of  data  coNectton.  extent  of  coverage,  pred- 
sk>n  of  definitfon,  scope  of  territory,  and  margins  of  error  may  vary  for  different  items  within  s 
partknilar  country,  and  for  like  items  for  different  countries.  Footnotes  and  headrwtes  to  ttw 
tables  give  a  few  of  the  major  time-perkxl  and  coverage  qualificatfons  attached  to  the  liguras; 
conskJerably  more  detail  is  presented  in  the  source  pubUcatfons.  Many  of  the  measures  shown 
are.  at  best,  merely  rough  indicators  of  magnitude. 

(3)  Figures  shown  in  this  sectk)n  for  the  United  States  may  not  always  agree  with  figum 
shown  in  the  preceding  sectfons.  Disagreements  may  be  attrtxjtable  to  the  use  of  dtffering 
original  sources,  a  difference  in  the  definitfon  of  geographic  limits  (the  50  States,  oonterminoui 
United  States  only,  or  the  United  States  incHidkig  certain  outlying  areas  and  poasessions).  or 
to  possit)le  adjustments  made  in  the  United  States  figures  by  the  United  Nattona  or  oihsr 
sources  in  order  to  make  them  more  comparable  with  figures  from  other  countries. 

Intemationai  comparisons  of  national  accotmta  data.— In  order  to  compare  natkxial  eooounli 
data  for  different  countries,  it  is  necessary  to  convert  each  country's  data  into  a  common  unit  of 
currency,  usually  the  U.S.  dollar.  The  market  exchange  rates  which  are  often  used  In  converting 
natfonai  currencies  do  not  necessarily  reflect  the  relative  purchasing  power  in  the  varkxis  oounlriss> 
For  example,  usirig  table  1388.  it  shouM  not  be  concluded  that  the  United  Kingdom's  indMdusI 
standard  of  living  in  1988  was  only  58  percent  of  that  of  the  U.S..  as  the  statistics  may  imply.  It  ii 
ot>vk)usly  necessary  that  the  goods  and  services  produced  in  different  countries  shoukJ  te  vahiad 
consistently  if  the  dNIarences  ot)served  are  meant  to  reflect  real  differences  in  the  volumes  of 
goods  and  services  produced.  The  use  of  purchasing  power  parities  (see  table  1389)  insteed  of 
exchange  rates  is  intended  to  actiieve  this  objective. 

The  method  used  to  present  the  data  shown  in  table  1389  is  to  construct  vokjme  measures  tf- 
rectly  by  revakjing  the  goods  and  services  sokj  in  dHferent  countries  at  a  common  set  of  inlama- 
tk>nal  prices.  By  divkJing  the  ratio  of  the  groes  domestic  products  of  two  countries  expressed  in 
their  own  natk>nal  currencies  by  the  corresponding  ratio  calculated  at  constant  intsmatfonal  prioss. 
it  is  possik>le  to  derive  the  implied  purchasing  power  parity  (PPP)  k)etween  the  two  currerK^ies  con- 
cerned. PPP's  show  how  many  units  of  currency  are  needed  in  one  country  to  buy  the  same 
amount  of  goods  and  services  wtiteh  one  unit  of  currency  will  buy  in  the  other  couf^.  For  further 
informatkm.  see  Natfona/ Accounts,  Mah  Aggregates,  ydume  I,  inued  annually  by  the  Organization 
for  Economic  Cooperatfon  and  Devefopment.

Statistics  for  metropolitan  areas  shown  in  the  Statistical  Abstract  represent  areas  designated  by 
the  U.S.  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB)  as  standard  metropoNtein  statisticai  arsss 
(SMSA's)  or  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (MSA's).  Effective  June  30,  1983,  OMB  changed  the 
t>asic  term  from  SMSA  to  MSA  and  revised  the  geographic  definitions  of  many  individual  nietropoi- 
tan  areas:  some  new  areas  were  defined,  and  some  areas  were  redesignated  as  PMSA's  or 
CMSA's  (see  further  explanation  t)elow).  The  revised  definitions  appear  in  OMB  press  release  63- 

20  of  June  27,  1983.  The  offidai  standards  for  defining  MSA's  appeared  in  the  Federal  Register. 
January  3,  1980  (part  6).  Revisions  of  MSA  definitions  were  made  t)y  OMB  effective  1964.  1965. 
1986,  and  1987,  mainly  to  add  newly  qualified  MSA's  or  central  cities. 

The  list  of  areas  which  follows  (see  p.  875)  specifies  components  arxJ  population  totals  and 
refers  to  the  definitions  in  effect  on  June  30,  1987.  On  that  date,  there  were  265  MSA's,  as  wen  as 

21  CMSA's  comprising  73  PMSA's  Oncluding  4  MSA's,  1  CMSA.  and  2  PMSA's  In  Puerto  Rico).  The 
figures  in  tables  A,  B,  and  C  below  (see  pp.  873  and  874).  exclude  the  areas  in  Puerto  Rioo. 

The  general  concept  of  a  metropolitan  area  is  one  of  a  large  population  nucleus,  together  with 
adjacent  communities  which  have  a  high  degree  of  economic  and  social  integration  with  that  nucle- 
us. Standard  definitions  of  metropolitan  statistical  areas  were  first  issued  in  1949  by  the  ttien 
Bureau  of  the  Budget  (predecessor  of  OMB).  under  the  designation,  "Standard  Metropolitan 
Areas";  the  term  was  changed  to  SMSA  in  1959.  From  1977  to  1981.  the  SMSA's  vvere  the  raspon- 
sit)ility  of  the  Office  of  Federal  Statistical  Policy  and  Standards,  Department  of  Commerce. 

The  criteria  for  the  establishment  and  definition  of  SMSA's  were  modified  in  1958.  1971.  and 
1975.  The  current  standards  were  adopted  in  January  1980;  they  provide  ttiat  each  MSA  must  irv 
clude  at  least: 

(a)  One  city  wvith  50.000  or  more  inhabitants,  or 

(b)  A  Census  Bureau-defined  urt)anized  area  of  at  least  50,000  inhabitants  and  a  total  MSA  popu- 
lation of  at  least  100.000  (75.000  in  New  England). 

The  standards  provide  that  the  MSA  include  as  "central  county(ies)"  the  county  in  which  the  cen- 
ti-al  city  is  located,  and  adjacent  counties,  if  any.  with  at  least  50  percent  of  their  population  in  the 
urt>anized  area.  Additional  "outlying  counties"  are  included  if  they  meet  specified  requirements  of 
commuting  to  the  cental  counties  and  of  metropolitan  character  (such  as  population  density  and 
percent  urt>an).  In  New  England  the  MSA's  are  defined  in  terms  of  cities  and  towns  rather  ttian 
counties. 

The  1980  standards  provide  that  witNn  meti-opolitan  complexes  of  1  million  or  more  populatioa 
separate  component  areas  are  defined  if  specified  criteria  are  met.  Such  areas  are  designated  pri- 
mary metropolitan  statistical  areas  (PMSA's);  and  any  area  containing  PMSA's  is  designated  a  oorv 
sdidated  metropolitan  statistical  area  (CMSA).  Besides  the  21  CMSA's.  there  are  17  MSA's  of  1 
million  or  more  in  1986  within  which  no  component  PMSA's  are  established.  Of  the  73  PMSA's, 
most  were  formerly  SMSA's,  but  some  were  newly  established  in  1983. 

Of  the  21  CMSA's  most  were  previously  recognized  as  standard  consolidated  statistical  areas 
(SCSA's).  but  5  were  formerly  SMSA's  within  which  PMSA's  were  newly  qualified  in  1983. 

The  standards  adopted  in  1980  were  implemented  in  two  stages.  First  they  were  used  to  define 
a  group  of  36  new  areas  in  June  1981.  The  323  SMSA's  as  of  June  30.  1981  were  reported  in  the 
1980  census  tatxjiations  and  put>lications.  Next,  the  txxjndaries  of  ail  SMSA's  were  reviewed  in 
1982>83  under  the  new  standards  after  1980  commuting  data  t)ecame  available. 

Revised  1980  standards  for  determining  central  cities  and  tities  were  implemented  as  part  of  ths 
1982-83  review.  The  largest  dty  in  each  MSA  is  designated  a  "central  city";  in  addition  there  may 
be  additional  centi'al  cities  if  specified  requirements  are  met.  The  titie  of  each  MSA  consists  of  ths 
name(s)  of  up  to  three  of  Its  central  cities  and  the  name  of  each  State  into  which  the  MSA  extends. 
However,  a  centi^al  dty  generally  Is  not  included  In  an  MSA  titie  unless  it  has  at  least  one-third  ths 
population  of  the  area's  largest  dty.  Prior  to  1983.  virtually  all  central  cities  appeared  in  area  titles. 
An  MSA  may  include  other  cities  of  50,000  or  more  besides  its  central  or  title  dties. 
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aport  relating  to  the  new  MSA  definitions  has  been  published  as  1960  Census  of  Popula- 
iptementary  Report,  MetropoHtan  StaUsttcal  Areas  (PC80-S1-18).  The  State  and  MetropoH- 
r  Data  Book,  1986  presents  298  data  items  for  metropoKtan  areas  from  a  wide  variety  of 
(see  inside  back  cover).

Introductkm.— The  data  presented  in  tt>is  Statistical  Abstract  came  from  many  sources.  The 
sources  include  not  only  Federal  statistical  bureaus  and  other  organizations  that  collect  and  issue 
statistics  as  their  principal  activity,  tMit  also  governmental  administrative  and  regulatory  aoencies, 
private  research  bodies,  trade  a^odations,  insurarK^e  companies,  health  associations,  and  pvtvals 
organizations  such  as  the  American  Red  Cross  and  philanthropic  foundations.  ConsequenHy.  the 
data  vary  considerably  as  to  reference  periods,  definitions  of  terms  and,  for  ongoing  series,  the 
numt)er  arKl  frequeiKy  of  time  periods  for  which  data  are  available. 

The  statistics  presented  were  obtained  and  tabulated  by  various  means.  Some  stalislics  are 
based  on  complete  enumerations  or  censuses  wtiHe  ottiers  are  tMsed  on  samples.  Some  infbrma- 
tion  is  extracted  from  records  kept  for  administrative  or  regulatory  purposes  (school  enroiment. 
hospital  records,  securities  registration,  financial  accounts,  social  security  recorids,  inoome  tax  re- 
turns, etc.).  while  other  information  is  obtained  explicitly  for  statistical  purposes  through  interviews 
or  by  mail.  The  estimation  procedures  used  vary  from  highly  sophisticated  scientific  techniques,  to 
crude  "informed  guesses.'* 

Each  set  of  data  relates  to  a  group  of  individuals  or  units  of  interest  referred  to  as  the  target 
urwerae  or  target  population,  or  simply  as  the  unhrerse  or  population.  Prior  to  data  collection  the 
target  universe  should  be  clearly  defined.  For  example,  if  data  are  to  be  coHecled  for  the  universe 
of  households  in  the  United  States,  it  is  necessary  to  define  a  "household."  The  target  universe 
may  not  be  completely  tractable.  Cost  and  otfier  considerations  may  restrict  data  coHoclion  to  a 
sun^  universe  of  households  on  some  available  list,  such  Kst  being  inaccurate,  out  of  date,  defirv 
ing  "household"  slightly  differently,  etc.  This  list  is  called  a  survey  frame  or  sampKng  frarrm, 

Ttie  data  in  many  tak)les  are  based  on  data  obtained  for  all  population  units,  a  census,  or  on  data 
obtained  for  only  a  portion,  or  sample,  of  the  population  units.  When  the  data  presenlsd  era  based 
on  a  sample,  the  sample  is  usually  a  scientifically  selected  probability  sample.  This  is  a  sample 
selected  from  a  list  or  sampling  frame  in  such  a  way  that  every  po8Sft)le  sample  has  a  known 
chance  of  selection  arKl  usually  each  unit  selected  can  be  assigned  a  numk)er,  between  zero  and 
or)e.  representing  its  likelihood  or  prot)ability  of  selectk)n. 

For  large-scale  sample  surveys,  the  probak)Hity  sample  of  units  is  often  selected  as  a  muNistags 
sample.  The  first  stage  of  a  multistage  sample  is  the  selectk)n  of  a  probability  sample  of  large 
groups  of  populatk>n  members,  referred  to  as  primary  sampling  units  (PSU's).  For  example,  in  a 
national  multistage  household  sample,  PSU's  are  often  counties  or  groups  of  courvties.  The  second 
stage  of  a  multistage  sample  is  the  selectk>n,  within  each  PSU  selected  at  the  first  stage,  of  smaHsr 
groups  of  populatk)n  units,  referred  to  as  secorxlary  sampling  units.  In  subsequent  stagea  of  seleo- 
tk)n.  smaller  and  smaller  nested  groups  are  cfiosen  until  the  ultimate  sample  of  popuMon  units  is 
obtained.  To  qualify  a  multistage  sarnple  as  a  probability  sample,  all  stages  of  sampling  must  be 
carried  out  using  prot>ak)ility  sampling  metlKXis. 

Prior  to  8electk>n  at  each  stage  of  a  multistage  (or  a  single-  stage)  sample,  a  Kst  of  the  samping 
units  or  sampling  frame  for  that  stage  must  be  obtained.  For  example,  for  the  first  stage  of  seleo- 
tk>n  of  a  national  househoM  sample,  a  list  of  the  counties  and  county  groups  VM,  form  tfie  PSU's 
must  be  obtained.  For  the  final  stage  of  selectk>n,  lists  of  househokis,  arKl  sometimes  persons 
within  the  househokis,  have  to  be  compiled  in  the  fiekj.  If  a  single-stage  sample  of  tfie  Natk)n*s 
hospitals  is  to  be  selected,  a  Kst  of  hospitals  must  be  obtained  to  use  as  the  sampfing  frame.  Urv 
fortunately.  it  is  virtually  impossit)le  to  obtain  a  complete,  up-to-date  frame  for  a  hospital  survey. 
This  is  a  problem  incurred  for  most  surveys  of  institutk>ns  and  for  many  otfier  types  of  surveys  as 
virell. 

Wherever  the  quarttities  in  a  table  refer  to  an  entire  universe,  txit  are  constructed  from  data  col- 
lected in  a  sample  survey,  the  table  quantities  are  referred  to  as  sample  estimates.  In  constructing 
a  sample  estimate,  an  attempt  is  made  to  come  as  ck>se  as  is  feasK)le  to  the  corraaporKing  uni- 
verse quantity  that  woukl  be  obtained  from  a  complete  census  of  tfie  universe.  Estimates  besed  on 
a  sample  will,  however,  generally  differ  from  the  hypott)etk»l  census  figurss.  Two  dassificattons  of 
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irrors  are  associated  with  estimates  tMsed  on  sample  surveys:  (1)  sampling  error— the  error  arising 
rom  the  use  of  a  sample,  rather  than  a  census,  to  estimate  population  quantities  and  (2)  nonsanh 
^Ung  ofTor— those  errors  arising  from  nonsampling  sources.  As  discussed  below,  the  magnitude  of 
he  sampling  error  for  an  estimate  can  usually  t)e  estimated  from  the  sample  data.  However,  the 
nagnitude  of  the  rK)nsampling  enror  for  an  estimate  can  rarely  be  estimated.  Consequently,  actual 
irror  in  an  estimate  exceeds  the  estimated  error  in  the  estimate. 

Ttie  particular  sample  used  in  a  survey  is  only  one  of  a  large  number  of  possible  samples  of  the 
ame  size  which  could  have  been  selected  using  the  same  sampling  procedure.  Estimates  derived 
rom  the  different  samples  would,  in  general,  differ  from  each  other.  The  standard  error  (SE)  is  a 
neasure  of  the  variation  among  the  estimates  derived  from  all  pos8ft)le  samples.  Ttie  standard 
irror  is  the  most  commonly  used  measure  of  the  sampling  error  of  an  estimate.  Valid  estimates  of 
he  standard  errors  of  survey  estimates  can  usually  be  calculated  from  the  data  collected  in  a  prob- 
tbiNty  sample.  For  convenience,  the  standard  error  is  sometimes  expressed  as  a  percent  of  the 
istimate  and  is  called  the  relative  standard  error  or  coefficient  of  variation  (CV).  For  example,  an 
tstimate  of  200  units  with  an  estimated  standard  error  of  10  units  has  an  estimated  CV  of  5  per- 
iont 

A  sample  estimate  arKl  an  estimate  of  its  standard  enror  or  CV  can  be  used  to  construct  interval 
istimates  that  have  a  prescribed  confiderKe  that  the  interval  includes  the  average  of  the  estimates 
lerived  from  all  posMe  samples  with  a  Imown  probability.  To  illustrate,  if  all  possible  samples 
ifsre  selected  under  essentially  the  same  general  conditions.  arKl  using  the  same  sample  design. 
trxJ  if  an  estimate  arKl  its  esttrrmted  standard  error  were  calculated  from  each  sample,  then: 

1.  Approximately  68%  of  the  intervals  from  one  starKlard  error  below  the  estimate  to  one 
standard  error  above  the  estimate  would  include  the  average  estimate  derived  from  all  possible 
samples. 

2.  Approximately  90%  of  the  intervals  from  1.6  starKlard  errors  below  the  estimate  to  1.6 
standard  errors  above  the  estimate  would  include  the  average  estimate  derived  from  all  possi- 
ble samples. 

3.  Approximately  95%  of  the  intervals  from  t¥vo  starKlard  errors  below  the  estimate  to  t¥vo 
standard  errors  above  the  estimate  would  include  the  average  estimate  derived  from  all  possi- 
ble samples. 

Thus,  for  a  particular  sample,  one  can  say  with  the  appropriate  level  of  confiderK^e  (e.g.,  90%  or 
15%)  that  the  average  of  all  possible  samples  is  included  in  the  constructed  interval.  Example  of  a 
x>nfider)ce  interval:  An  estimate  is  200  units  with  a  starKlard  error  of  10  units.  An  approximately  90 
^  confiderKe  interval  (plus  or  minus  1.6  starKlard  errors)  is  from  184  to  216. 

All  surveys  arKl  censuses  are  subject  to  nonsampling  errors.  Nonsampling  errors  are  t¥vo  lorKls— 
arKiom  and  norwandom.  RarKlom  nonsampling  errors  arise  because  of  the  varying  interpretation  of 
luestions  (by  respondents  or  interviewers)  and  varying  actions  of  coders,  Iceyers.  and  other  proces- 
ors.  Some  randomness  is  also  introduced  wt>en  resporKlents  must  estimate  values.  These  same 
irrors  usually  have  a  nonrarKlom  component  NonrarKlom  nonsampling  errors  result  from  total  non- 
esponse  (no  usable  data  obtained  for  a  sampled  unit),  partial  or  item  nonresponse  (only  a  portion 
rf  a  response  may  be  usak>le),  inakxlity  or  unwillingness  on  the  part  of  resporidents  to  provide  cor- 
ect  information,  difficulty  interpreting  questions,  mistakes  in  recording  or  Iceying  data,  enrors  of  col- 
Bction  or  processing,  and  coverage  problems  (overcoverage  arKl  urKlerooverage  of  the  target  uni- 
lerse).  Random  norvesponse  errors  usually.  tMit  not  always,  result  in  an  understatement  of  sam- 
pling errors  arKl  tfHis  an  overstatement  of  the  precision  of  survey  estimates.  Estimating  the  magni- 
ude  of  nonsampling  errors  would  require  special  experiments  or  access  to  irKleperKlent  data  and, 
X)nsequently,  the  magnitudes  are  seldom  availat)le. 

Nearly  all  types  of  rKKisampNng  errors  that  affect  surveys  also  occur  in  complete  censuses.  Since 
Hjrveys  can  be  corKlucted  on  a  smaller  scale  than  censuses,  nonsampling  errors  can  presumably 
le  controlled  more  tightly.  Relatively  more  funds  and  effort  can  pertiaps  be  experKled  toward  elicit- 
ng  responses,  detecting  and  correcting  response  error,  arKl  reducing  processing  errors.  As  a  result. 
Rirvey  results  can  sometimes  be  more  accurate  than  census  results. 

To  compensate  for  suspected  nonrandom  errors,  adjustments  of  the  sample  estimates  are  often 
nade.  For  example,  adjustments  are  frequently  made  for  nonresponse.  tx)th  total  and  partial.  Ad- 
ustments  made  for  either  type  of  norvesponse  are  often  referred  to  as  imputations.  Imputation  for 
otal  nonresponse  is  usually  made  t>y  substituting  for  the  questionnaire  responses  of  the  norve- 
iporKlents  the  "average**  questiormaire  responses  of  the  resporKlents.  These  imputations  are  usu- 
illy  made  separately  within  various  groups  of  sample  members,  formed  t>y  atternpting  to  place  re- 
iporKlents  arKl  nonrespondents  together  that  have  "similar"  survey  characteristics.  Imputation  for 
lem  nonresponse  is  usually  made  by  substituting  for  a  missing  item  the  response  to  that  item  of  a 
eapondent  having  characteristics  tiiat  are  "similar'*  to  those  of  the  nonresporKlent 
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For  an  estimate  calculated  from  a  sample  survey,  the  total  error  in  the  estimate  is  oompoeed  of 
the  sampling  error,  which  can  usually  be  estimated  from  the  sample,  and  the  nonsampKrig  error, 
wtiich  usually  cannot  t)e  estimated  from  the  sample.  The  total  error  present  in  a  population  quantity 
obtained  from  a  complete  census  is  composed  of  only  nonsamplir>g  enrors.  Ideally,  estimates  of  the 
total  error  associated  with  data  given  in  the  Statisticai  Abstract  tables  should  be  given.  However. 
due  to  the  unavailak>illty  of  estimates  of  nonsampling  errors,  only  estimates  of  the  levels  of  sam- 
pling errors,  in  terms  of  estimated  starxjard  errors  or  coefficients  of  variation,  are  available.  To 
obtain  estimates  of  the  estimated  starxtard  enrors  from  ttte  sample  of  interest,  obtain  a  copy  of  tht 
referenced  report  wtiich  appears  at  the  erxJ  of  each  tat>le.
